A MASS MEETING of teachers is 
planned for 4 p.m. Tuesday to ratify a 
contract if an agreement is reached 
Monday, Brady said. 


If there is no settlement, teachers 
will decide at Tuesday’s meeting 
whether to continue negotiating, de­ 
clare an impasse, form crisis com­ 
mittees to organize for a strike or “ to 
initiate steps which could lead to a 
strike vote,” Brady’s letter said. 


Brady told the teachers major un­ 
settled items include salaries, insur­ 
ance benefits, the involuntary transfer 
of teachers, reduction in force proce­ 
dures for nontenured teachers, the 
number of sick leave days and the 
length of the contract. 


The letter said the board is offering 
teachers an 8.1 per cent salary in­ 
crease for the coming school year. 
The teachers, however, are asking an 
over-all 9.8 per cent pay increase, 
union sources said. 


The district’s current salary sched­ 
ule ranges from $9,686 annually for a 
beginning teacher with no experience 
to $20,830 for a teacher with a mas­ 
ter’s 
degree, 
additional 
graduate 
credit and 20 years of experience. 


The major disagreement between 
the board and teachers, union sources 
said, concerns the teachers’ request 
for participation in an insurance wel­ 
fare trust offered by the Illinois Edu­ 
cation Assn., a statewide teachers 
union with which Dist. 21’s union is 
affiliated. 


THE INSURANCE program would 
provide dental coverage and pay for 
the cost of prescription drugs, fringe 
benefits which Dist. 21 teachers now 
do not receive, according to the union 
sources. 


Supt. Kenneth Gill Tuesday said he 
would not respond to the union’s com­ 
ments about specific negotiating is­ 
sues because of a gag rule outlined in 
bargaining procedures. 


Gill said, however, references in 
Brady’s letter to a breakdown in ne­ 
gotiations is “ union rhetoric” de­ 
signed to “ incite people.” 


The board’s team is “ very optimis­ 
tic about the negotiations,” Gill said. 
“ The negotiations have been on a 
very friendly and productive basis all 
summer.” He said the contract agree­ 
ment toward which the two groups 
were moving “ seemed satisfactory to 
all sides.” 


The last contract settlement in Sep­ 
tember 1975 provided a two-year con­ 
tract which expired in June.

BALTIMORE (U PI) - Gov. Marvin 
Mandel, who succeeded Spiro T. Ag­ 
new to become one of the most pow­ 
erful officials in Maryland history, 
was convicted Tuesday in federal 
court on political corruption charges 
involving women and horses.

S i x-year-old 
Christopher 
Lopez 
smiled as a call came into the Rolling 
Meadows Fire Station. 
“ He can hear that echoing,” his 
mother said. “ I can tell by his eyes.” 
As the engine rolled out of the sta­ 
tion with lights flashing and sirens 
wailing, Christopher pointed and ut­ 
tered a cry of delight. 
“ All he wants to be is a fireman,” 
his mother Nancy said. “ I don’t know 
how I ’m going to tell him a fireman 
can’t be deaf.” 
CHRISTOPHER WAS born deaf. 
But ther is one sound he can hear — 
sirens. 
“ He can feel trains vibrating and 
hear 
sirens 
when 
they’re 
really 
close,” Mrs. Lopez said. “ So he just 
loves this. When we’re driving and we 
see fire trucks he gets hysterical. We 
have to stop.” 
Christopher was invited to the Roll­ 
ing Meadows Fire Station Tuesday for 
the second time in a year. He climbed 
aboard the trucks, squirted water and 


watched the firefighters slide down 
the pole. 
Rick Virgl, manager of the Banana 
Boat restaurant on Kirchoff Road, 
and a friend of Mrss. Lopez, set up 
the visit. 
“ I was really shy about bothering 
these guys again,” Mrs. Lopez said. 
“ But Rick said they wouldn’t mind.” 
THAT WAS OBVIOUS as the fire­ 
fighters vied for Christopher’s atten­ 
tion, pointing out equipment, taking 
him aboard the trucks and offering 
him coats and hats to put on. 
As Acting Fire Chief Ted Loesch 
rang a silver bell on an engine, most 
of the people in the room flinched. But 
Christopher smiled and turned. He 
could almost hear it and he placed his 
hand over it. The next time Loesch 
rang the bell, the sound was muffled, 
but Christopher could “ hear” it better 
than ever. 
Christopher never will be able to 
speak, his mother said. He also can­ 
not read, except for occasionally rec­ 
ognizing his own name. 


So when the firefighters presented 
him with a fire hat with his name on 
it, they weren’t sure he w^ould under­ 
stand. 
“ Whose name is that?” Mrs. Lopez 
asked him verbally and with her 
hands. 
Chris hesitated, then pointed to him­ 
self. 
He then licked liis finger and ran it 
acorss the name and smiled. It didn’t 
rub off. 
AFTER ABOUT 45 minutes, Mrs. 
Lopez asked him if he wanted to go 
home. He shook his head. A few min­ 
utes later he told his mother in sign 
language that he wasn’t ready to 
leave. 
But his mother finally persuaded 
him. Christopher went to his Mount 
Prospect home and his own collection 
of toy fire trucks. 
Christopher may never be “ Christ­ 
opher. big boy fireman” as he told his 
mother he wants to be, but for awhile 
Tuesday he probably was in his own 
mind.

Carter under fire over Lance affair

President Carter held another presi­ 
dential news conference Tuesday and 
for the first time in his presidency 
could be described as under fire. 
But if he felt beleaguered by the 
questions about the ethics of his budg­ 
et director and friend, Bert Lance, he 
did not show it. 
If he felt angry or abused, he did 
not show that either. 
Outwardly, he had his usual deter­ 
mined air of calm. 
CARTER HAD come to office mak­ 


ing special promises. He would pro­ 
vide a government “ as good as the 
people.” 
Accepting the Democratic nomi­ 
nation 13 months ago in Madison 
Square Garden, he had said, “ I can 
see no reason why big-shot crooks 
should go free while the poor ones go 
to jail.” 
He came to the news conference in 
a heavy coat of makeup for the cam­ 
eras. In person, that gave his face a 
ghost-like cast. 
His voice seemed soft. His usual 


ebullience was missing. 
He opened with four announcements 
on other matters: South Africa, Pan­ 
ama, Rhodesia, China. He noted Sec. 
of State Cyrus Vance was in Peking. 
“ THIS EVENING he is having a 
banquet,” he said, weakly. 
Reporters, however, came to talk 
a b o u t Lance, not Vance. Some 
brought with them last week’s report 
by the comptroller of the currency. 
The report found no grounds for 
criminal prosecution of Lance for his 
practices while an executive of the 


Calhoun First National Bank. But it 
raised “ unresolved questions as to 
what constitutes acceptable banking 
practice.” 
Carter handled 14 questions — eight 
on Lance. He seemed surprised only 
when a questioner said Lance, seven 
times since taking office, had over­ 
drawn on his checking account. 
He took a deep breath. 
He grinned and grimaced, both at 
once. 
“ Is that in the report?” he asked. 
W ELL, HE said, he, too, had writ­ 


ten checks for which there were no 
funds and so had Mrs. Carter. 
“ Obviously it’s better not to write 
overdrafts,” he said. Again, a small 
grin. 
But overdrafts are no test of char­ 
acter; Lance is “one of the most com­ 
petent and intelligent people that I 
have known in my life.” 
He suggested the “ success or fail­ 
ure” of his administration could ride 
on who was at the Office of Manage­ 
ment and Budget. He wanted Lance 
there. 


Carter referred to his friend as 
“ Bert,” or “ Bert Lance,” and “ Mr. 
Lance.” 
He 
said 
Lance 
had 
been 
in­ 
vestigated by the comptroller’s office 
in Atlanta, twice by the Justice Dept., 
twice by the Senate, again by the 
comptroller, now again by two Senate 
committees.

FBI to look into railroad pranks 


The Federal Bureau of Investigation 
has been called into the investigation 
of two morning pranks the authorities 
said could have caused train derail­ 
ments on the Soo Line R.R. in Des 
Plaines. 


Charles E. Brady, a signal mainte­ 
nance man for Soo Line, told police 
that Sunday and Monday mornings he 
found the tracks had been tampered 


with by an unknown number of per­ 
sons. 
Police said spikes were found inside 
track switch points, signal devices 
were broken and bolts on the track 
were flattened. 
Both police and security personnel 
from the Soo Line contacted the FBI 
Monday to look into the two at­ 
tempted train derailments. Police had 
no suspects late Tuesday. 


Soviets dislike 
individuals who 
get too piggy 


MOSCOW (UPI) — An enterprising 
Soviet mechanic named Nikolai Vasi- 
livich Maslovsky managed to turn sal­ 
vaged farm machinery parts into 
grain, grain into fat pigs, and fat pigs 
into money. 


The money he turned into a new 
Volga automobile, a house full of new 
possessions and a comfortable bank 
account. 


The only problem with Maslovsky’s 
life, according to a recent edition of 
the Kazakhstanskaya Pravda, was 
that a special anti-corruption squad 
and the Kustanaysky regional court 
managed to turn Maslovsky from a 
free man into a prisoner doing six 
years. 


THE PROVINCIAL Soviet news­ 
paper said Maslovsky earned only 
about IOO rubles ($138) a month as 
chief of a machinery yard but was liv­ 
ing a rich life. 


Investigators found that he stripped 
old farm combines, cultivators and 
sowing machines of still usable spare 
parts which were in great demand on 
the state farms of the region. 
The parts could be traded for entire 


truckloads of grain and chaff provided 
by grateful farm managers who were 
willing to do anything to keep their 
combines rolling. 


Maslovsky then bought pigs off his 
neighbors at the state controlled price 
of 1.19 rubles ($1.65) per kilogram (2.2 
pounds^ and fattened them on the free 
grain and chaff. 


THE FAT PIGS were sold on the 
free market at 3.50 rubles ($4.83) a 
kilo. 


When 
the 
anti-corruption 
squad 
raided Maslovsky’s home they found 
15 pigs of over one year in age, 14 
pigs under one year old, more than 
14,000 kilograms of grain and chaff, 
and a sizeable flock of chickens. 


The Kazakhstanskaya Pravda said 
Maslovsky violated a law requiring all 
usable spare machinery parts to be 
handed over to the state and other 
laws limiting individuals to private 
ownership of no more than 1,000 kilos 
of grain and chaff and no more than 
two pigs. 


The court sentenced Maslovsky to 
six years prison and confiscation of 
all his property — including the pigs.

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Berkowitz pleads innocent in murders

NEW YORK (U P I) — Pa jama-clad David Berkowitz 
pleaded innocent Tuesday to the “ Son of Sam” murders 
of two Queens women and was ordered held pending the 
results of psychiatric tests to determine his mental 
competence to stand trial. 
Berkowitz, of Yonkers, N.Y., sat expressionless and 
spoke only once during the 20-minute arraignment in 
the sixth floor day room of Kings County Hospital in 
Brooklyn, where he is being studied by psychiatrists. 
Meanwhile in Brooklyn, Supreme Court Adminis­ 
trative Judge Charles Rubin announced he had deter­ 
mined he has jurisdiction to hold hearings to determine 
whether IO hours of tapes purportedly made with Ber­ 
kowitz and offered to literary agent Scott Meredith ac­ 
tually exist. 
“ This may be a bunch of nonsense, but I want to 
determine that there has been no flim-flammery . . . in 
this case,” Rubin said. 
RU BIN SAID witnesses would be called into his 
chambers or a closed courtroom and subpoenas would 
be issued if necessary. He said he would begin drawing 
up a list of witnesses next week. 
Manacled and under heavy guard, the defendant wore 
a striped blue bathrobe, sea green pajamas and soft 
cloth slippers as he was led into the room and seated at 
a table with his three defense attorneys. 
Queens Supreme Court Justice Leo Brown, presiding 
from a makeshift court bench covered with a white 
hospital bedsheet, asked softly, “ Are you David Ber­ 
kowitz?” 
“ Yes, I am,” responded the 24-year-old postal worker 
In barely audible tones. 
The court clerk then read each of the five indictments 
against Berkowitz, charging him with the .44-caliber 
revolver slayings of Christine Freund last Jan. 30 and 
Virginia Voskerichian March 8. 


To each count, Ira Jultak, one of three defense attor­ 
neys, responded “ not guilty" on behalf of Berkowitz. 


H E ALSO PLEAD ED innocent to seven counts of at­ 
tempted murder, five counts of first degree assault and 
five counts of illegal possession of a weapon resulting 
from the wounding of five other persons in “ Son of 
Sam’s” five nightime ambushes in Queens during the 
last year. 
Two other intended victims, represented in the at­ 
tempted murder counts, escaped injury in the attacks. 


Brown ordered a hearing Sept. I on Berkowitz men­ 
tal fitness to stand trial. 
In all, “ Son of Sam” killed six young people and 
wounded seven others during a year-long reign of terror 
with a .44-caliber revolver, the same gun police said 
was found in Berkowitz’ car when he was arrested out­ 
side his home Aug. IO. 


He still faces arriagnment at the hospital today for 
three “ lovers* lane” slayings in the Bronx. He already 
has pleaded innocent to a Brooklyn indictment charging 
him with the Ju ly 31 death of Stacy Moskowitz, the last 
of “ Son of Sam’s” victims. 


PROSECUTORS SAID admissions that police claim 
Berkowitz made at the time of his arrest would be used 
against him if he ever comes to trial. 
Defense attorney Mark Heller already has indicated 
he w ill offer a defense of insanity if the alleged “ Son of 
Sam” is found competent. Hospital psychiatrists say 
their report on the defendant would be ready by Aug. 
3°. 
The arraignment on the Queens charges took place 
inside the Brooklyn hospital amid tight security because 
authorities said they wanted to avoid the “ circus atmos­ 
phere” that prevailed last week when Berkowitz was 
arraigned in state Supreme Court in Brooklyn.

David Berkowitz, between defense attorneys, pleads innocent before Judge Leo Brown, 
Vance meets with member 
of ruling Chinese circle 


PEK IN G (U P I) — After five hours 
of meetings with the Chinese foreign 
Minister, Sec. of State Cyrus Vance 
was informed Wednesday that he will 
be meeting a member of the ruling 
Chinese triumvirate for discussions 
about normalizing relations between 
the two countries. 


A m e r i c a n officials said early 
Wednesday that Vance w ill be meet­ 
ing Teng Hsaio - ping Wednesday af­ 
ternoon at 3 p.m. local time (2 a.m. 
CDT). Vance also was invited to have 
dinner with Teng at the Summer Pal­ 
ace in Peking Wednesday evening. 
Reporters accompanying Vance have 
also been invited. 
Teng, who was recently rehabili­ 
tated and restored to power, is a vice 
chairman of the party and a deputy 
premier. He met Vance in October 
1975 when Vance was on a private 
tour of China. 


ALTHOUGH C LEA RLY not as in­ 
fluential as Hua Kud-feng, the pre­ 
mier and Communist party chairman, 
Teng is a powerful member of the hi­ 
erarchy and is regarded as the lead­ 
ing proponent for continued good rela­ 
tions with those nations which can 
give China technical help. 
American officials said that the five 
hours of talks with Foreigh Minister 
Huang Hua have dealt mainly with a 


review of American foreign policy by 
Vance. 
Huang — while officially Vance’s 
governmental counterpart — is not a 
member of the ruling Communist Hi­ 
erarchy. 
The secretary held a second round 
of talks Tuesday with Foreign Min­ 
ister Huang Hua and his staff. He also 
delivered a letter from President Car­ 
ter addressed to Chairman Hua, who 
was ratified as Mao Tsetung’s succes­ 
sor by the lith Chinese Communist 
Party Congress just before Vance ar­ 
rived. 
HUANG AND HIS staff have mostly 
listened to Vance outline U.S. policy 
on Asia and Europe, an American 
who sat in on the talks said. The Chi­ 
nese have asked a few questions but 
the real negotiating has not yet begun. 
The U.S. official, who is a member 
of the secretary’s team of eight to 12 
negotiators, said the Chinese ap­ 
peared tq be in no hurry to discuss 
either establishment of full diplomatic 
relations or the future of Taiwan. 
Vance and his advisers considered 
the normalization issue to be the key 
point of their visit to the mainland 
and would like to move forward, the 
official said, but they were not im­ 
patient at the lack of progress, espe­ 
cially because a hasty attitude could 
prompt the Chinese to 
ask con­ 


cessions. 
U.S. spokesman Rodding Carter III 
noted Vance mentioned the subject of 
Sino-U.S. relations in the meeting with 
Huang, but said the “ real back and 
forth” 
will 
not take 
place 
until 
Wednesday or Thursday. 
M EM BERS OF THE Vance party 
said they had the impression the Chi­ 
nese were preoccupied with their own 
domestic problems. The Communist 
congress and central committee meet­ 
ings just concluded stressed the re­ 
gime’s unity but declared China must 
press a massive redevelopment effort 
for the next two decades to become a 
world superpower by the end of the 
century. 
An 81-page political statement Hua 
read during the party congress, re­ 
leased only since the Americans ar­ 
rived, indicates the Chinese are deter­ 
mined to absorb Taiwan, but it ap­ 
peared to be deliberately vague on de­ 
tails. 
Vance and Huang and their staffs 
met for 2Vt hours Tuesday morning at 
the Great Hall of the People while 
Vance’s wife and other aides visited 
the Great Wall, a 90-minute drive 
northwest of the city, and the Ning 
Tombs. The secretary toured a mu­ 
seum later and watched a special per­ 
formance by Chinese acrobats in the 
evening. 


Voyager on course after collision 


PASADENA, Calif. (U P I) - Amer­ 
ica’s Voyager 2 space probe sped to­ 
ward Jupiter on a flawless course 
Tuesday, despite a “ million-to^one” 
collision with its burned-out rocket 
motor 18 hours after launch Saturday 
that briefly threw the craft tumbling 
and upset its computers, scientists re­ 
ported. 


Voyager, on a course that will take 
it to the largest planet in the solar 
system sometime in 1979, had scien­ 
tists baffled shortly after takeoff from 
Cape Canaveral, Fla., when comput­ 
ers went haywire. 
With most of the problems now 
solved, officials at Je t Propulsion 
Laboratory who are tracking the 
space probe explained Tuesday what 
they thought happened following the 
separation of Voyager from the pro­ 
pulsion module. 


SPOKESMAN Don Bain said that 
an hour into the flight, the Voyager 
was blasted loose from its 1,500-pound 
solid rocket motor that gave the 
spacecraft its final boost into space. 
About ll minutes after separation 
the Voyager experienced extreme tur­ 
bulence, still unexplained. 


Then, some 18 hours after the sepa­ 
ration, the burned-out rocket motor 
and Voyager, traveling in about the 
same trajectory, apparently collided, 
causing the space probe to begin tum­ 
bling. 
“ Engineers have detected no dam- 
a g e 
because 
of 
the 
unexpected 
bump,” Bain said. “ It is not related in 
any way to the problem of the science 
boom,” which carries the craft’s two 
television cameras and scientific ex­ 
periments. 
THE BOOM WAS reported near full 
extension, although onboard comput­ 


ers could not confirm full extension 
and the problem was described as mi­ 
nor because the cameras and ex­ 
periments still could carry out its 
mission in the boom’s present posi­ 
tion. 
After the apparent collision, on- 
b o a r d 
computers 
began 
crazily 
switching from one gyro to another. 
But scientists commanded Voyager to 
lock on the sun, and it obeyed, steady­ 
ing the ship and allowing the comput­ 
ers to resume functioning normally. 


“ Although it appears remote that a 
collision between the two separated 
sections of the spacecraft could occur, 
Voyager engineers cannot account for 
the disturbance to Voyager in any oth­ 
er way,” said John Casani, project 
manager. 
Casini said scientists were consid­ 
ering using one of Voyager’s In­ 
struments — a photopolarimeter — to 
search the skies for any foreign object 
in the vicinity of the area where the 
spacecraft hit. 


11-country coffee cartel 
set to stabilize world price 


M EXICO CITY — (U P I) — Eleven 
Latin American coffee-producing na­ 
tions agreed Tuesday* to establish a 
coffee cartel to stabilize prices on the 
world market. 
There was “ absolutely total agree­ 
ment” among the participating coun­ 
tries, according to a Mexican Coffee 
Institute official. 


The ll countries — Bolivia, Brazil, 
Colombia, Costa Rica, E l Salvador, 
Ecuador, Guatemala, Honduras, Mex­ 
ico, Nicaragua and Venezuela — will 
propose the establishment of a “ regu­ 
latory fund” at the International Cof­ 
fee Organization meeting in Nairobi 
next week, the official said. 


MCI sources say the Latin Ameri­ 
can proposal will be approved by the 
43 member nations of the ICO. The 
Latin American producers yield 80 
per cent of the total world coffee out­ 
put. 
IF APPROVED BY the ICO, the 


fund will guarantee stable export 
earnings for Third World nations 
which depend on coffee sales for in­ 
ternational trade, according to MCI 
Director Fausto Cantu Pena. 
Yalle G. Agbre of the Ivory Coast, 
the African observer at the two-day 
meeting in Mexico City, cautioned 
that other coffee-producing countries 
would not automatically follow the 
Latin American lead. 
“ It is premature to speculate wheth­ 
er the African nations will agree with 
the Mexican proposal. The political 
implications are great and w ill be 
studied carefully,” he said. 
The proposal to form a cartel to 
stabilize world coffee prices, which 
have been falling over the past six 
months, was first advanced by Mexi­ 
can President Jose Lopez Portillo. 
When asked how soon the coffee 
“ regulatory fund” might be instituted, 
one Mexican official said, “ That, sir, 
is the $64 million question.”

In the traditionally quiet ranks of 
Chicago Catholic school teachers, a 
distinct rumble can be heard. 


The noise is coming from the Catho­ 
lic Archdiocese Teachers Assn., the 
parochial schools’ answer to a union, 
which is counting on that rumble turn­ 
ing into a membership explosion — 
and the fuse may be lit Tuesday. 
Usually low-key, the association will 
hold a major rally Tuesday at St. 
Zachary School, 567 Algonquin Rd., 
Des Plaines, to talk to teachers about 
wages, benefits and the potential pow­ 
er of a strong union, something CATA 
President Mary Van Wazer says the 
union presently is not. 


SPURRED ON by a recent Circuit 
Court ruling that the Catholic Church 
does not have to recognize teacher 
unions as well as by a desire to raise 
parochial school salaries, CATA offi­ 
cials have decided to mount a major 
drive to increase membership — and 
therefore power — from the present 
2,500 to a number nearer the total of 
the 6,000 kindergarten through eighth 
grade teachers in the archdiocese, 
which is the largest in the country. 
Mrs. Van Wazer, a third grade 
teacher at St. Zachary, said she wants 
to explain to teachers that the Circuit 
Court decision does not have to be 
viewed as a defeat. 
The decision, 
she 
said, 
proves 
teachers don’t have to belong to a na­ 
tionwide teachers union to negotiate 
or “ to strike or to threaten.” 
The church has already publicly 
stated teachers have the right to or­ 
ganize. And the church can’t very 
well say now that it won’t negotiate 


with its independent teacher unions, 
she said. 


BUT THE K EY to getting what you 
want in negotiations is to have a 
strong union, and that means not 
merely representing a third or half of 
the teachers, but nearly all of them, 
she said. 
“ We have always said that we are 
only as strong as our membership,” 
Mrs. Van Wazer said. “ The Cardinal 
(John Cardinal Cody) has always lis­ 
tened, but not always as closely as we 
wrould like. 
“ If we only have 2,500 teachers with 
us, our need will only set so heavily 
on his ear. He can say not all the 
teachers want more money — not all 
the teachers want better Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield coverage. But if we 
have 5,000 members we hope that 
they will listen to us.” 
Catholic school teachers have a long 
way to go to reach public school sala­ 
ry parity. While most Northwest sub­ 
urban elementary school districts will 
pay beginning teachers about $10,000 
this September, a beginning parochial 
school teacher will receive only $7,715. 
BUT MRS. VAN Wazer acknowledg­ 
es that “ we realize by making the 
choice to teach in this system the dol­ 
lars are limited. Most parishes can’t 
ask for more money. You can’t get 
blood out of a turnip. We know that.” 
Yet, she said, “ dedication only goes 
so far. A living wage is needed. Not 
many people realize that after a 
teacher has taught IO years, she does 
not receive a (step) increase for five 
more years.” 
This year a 10-year teacher in the 
400-school 
archdiocese 
will 
make 
$11,063. A 15-year teacher will make 


$11,567 and after 20 years can earn 
$12,071. 
While a 20-year public school teach­ 
er often earns close to $20,000, the 
Chicago parochial salaries are com­ 
parable to the New York City and 
Philadelphia archdiocesan salaries. 
MRS. VAN WAZER will say that 
she does not know how single teachers 
can live on that salary. She will tell 
you about the male teacher support­ 
ing a wife and two children who gave 
up working for CATA because he had 
to work harder at his part-time job to 
make ends meet. She will say that 
men are being forced out of the sys­ 
tem. 
But unlike most public school union 
leaders, she so far will not criticize 
those in charge of doling out the mon­ 
ey and benefits: the administration 
and most importantly, the Cardinal. 
Cardinal Cody is the ultimate deci­ 
sion-maker in the Catholic school sys­ 
tem. Unlike the public schools, where 
a school board of citizens runs the dis­ 
trict, in the Catholic Archdiocese the 
school board is merely advisory and 
the Cardinal answerable to virtually 
no one. 
So it is important not to criticize the 
Cardinal too harshly, not to ruffle his 
feathers too badly, even as a union 
president. 
SO MRS. VAN Wazer won’t come 
right out and say teachers are wor­ 
ried about more than salary. They’re 
worried, though, that in this system 
their tenure is worth nothing because 
provisions can be removed from the 
teacher contract without the teachers 
having much say about it. They are 
worried that older teachers will be 
fired because they make too much 
money. 


They are worried that with all the 
marbles in the Cardinal’s corner, 
their needs and rights may go unno­ 
ticed. 
“ We’re supporting the Cardinal. We 
always have,” Mrs. Van Wazer is 
careful to say. “ We’re not trying to 
throw mud in his eye. But we’re not a 
rubber stamp either.” 


Mrs. Van Wazer said the association 
wants to continue to work through the 
archdiocese but it wants some im­ 
provements, too. In light of the recent 
court decision, a new union model like 
CATA will be needed throughout the 
country, one that she says is not an 
adversary of the archdiocese but a 
part of it. 
At the rally Tuesday she said she 
hopes to convince the teachers that 
their individual schools “ are only 
little cogs in a very big wheel,” and 
that the cogs need to get organized to 
get rolling. 
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RESIDENTS GATHERED together Tuesday to sift through 
the rubble that had once been their homes following a 
tornado in the Lake Mattoon area Sunday.

Cop’s firing urged 
in suspect shooting 


Cook County State’s Atty. Bernard Carey said Tuesday he will 
not prosecute a suspended policeman accused of fatally shooting a 
handcuffed 17-year-old burglary suspect. Carey, however, urged in 
a letter to Police Supt. James Rockford that officer Philip Onesto 
be fired. Onesto is accused of fatally wounding John Neuman, 
handcuffed with his hands behind his back, while the youth was 
attempting to run from police. 
Foul play cited in exec case 


Police in Birmingham, Ala. said Monday that foul play is sus­ 
pected in the disappearance of a Chicago steel corporation execu­ 
tive who was last seen leaving a downtown nightclub. In­ 
vestigators said Nigel Harlan, 43, vice president of Ogden Steel 
Corp., was in Birmingham for business meetings. They said he 
was last seen in the early morning hours of Thursday. “ We’ve 
checked out any number of leads, most of them concerning a 
young woman the man was supposed to have left a local nightspot 
with at about I a.m. Thursday,” said Police Lt. Francis Sartain. 
“ But thus far, nothing. All dead ends.” He said police are search­ 
ing for the young woman, who sat with Harlan and his business 
associates, before they left the club. 
Bilandic offers busing protection 


The city will protect black children who transfer schools this 
fall, Mayor Michael A. Bilandic said Tuesday. “ I don’t think these 
children have anything to fear,” Bilandic said. Chicago officials 
have been urging black children to participate in a voluntary 
transfer plan to predominantly white schools in September. The 
Rev. Jesse Jackson, president of Operation PUSH, had accused 
Bilandic of being insensitive to the dangers which face the black 
children. 
RTA slights minorities: Kemp 


A Regional Transit Authority board member who is black, 
James Kemp, Tuesday criticized the RTA’s proposal for promot­ 
ing minorities was not adequate. As a result, the draft was sent 
back to staff planners. Whites would be promoted to higher level 
jobs while blacks and other minorities would remain in the lesser 
jobs under the proposal, Kemp said. About 25 per cent of the 140 
RTA staff members are members of minority groups, a spokes­ 
man said. 
Escaped convict was ‘trusted’ 


A convicted bank robber who disappeared in Wrigley Field while 
on an outing from the Metropolitan Correctional Center had many 
other chances to escape, Acting Warden William Messersmith said 
Tuesday. Harold Jeffries had trusty status at the federal lockup in 
downtown Chicago. He worked with the prison maintenance crew. 
“ Jeffries had many opportunities over the months to disappear,” 
Messersmith said. Very often, he said, a prisoner who escapes 
decides to do it on the spur of the moment. 
Jeffries, 42, Willisville, has not been seen since Monday when he 
went to the men’s room during the Cubs game. Jeffries was one of 
18 prisoners taken to the game by a correctional counselor and a 
correctional officer, Messersmith said. The two correctional staff 
members were not required to have the prisoners in sight all the 
time, he said, because the prisoners were considered trustworthy. 
“ These trips are rare,” Messersmith said. “ We haven’t had one 
since November.” Jeffries was under a 15-year term for his con­ 
viction of the $33,000 robbery of the Bank of St. Mary’s, Mo., in 
August, 1972. Three men robbed the bank and Jeffries was cap­ 
tured the same day.

Memory of jail 
beating is cloudy 


A prisoner De Witt County Sheriff Keith Vo Long is accused of 
striking testified Tuesday that he was hit by someone at the coun­ 
ty jail in 1974 but he can’t remember who. “ Someone struck me 
but I can’t say (who) offhand,” John W. Wilmoth Jr. said during 
the first day of testimony in the trial of Long, indicted on 18 counts 
of misconduct in office. However, former deputy Steven Tambo- 
rini, now a Clinton police commissioner, testified Long did strike 
Wilmoth three or four times with his open hand. During cross- 
examination, defense attorney John E. Gambill asked him why he 
did not report the incident at the time. 
“ It was not my place to report on my superiors,” the former 
deputy replied. Wilmoth, 25, said he could remember few facts 
about the incident but admitted he had been drinking the night in 
question, Feb. 14, 1974. He said he pleaded guilty to the battery 
and disorderly conduct charges lodged against him then. In his 
opening statement, Gambill said Wilmoth “ was extremely wild 
and acting like an animal” that night. 
New execution method proposed 


Rep. Roman Kosinski, D-Chicago, Tuesday introduced a bill 
which would make lethal drug injections the method of execution 
for Illinois’ new death penalty. Current law stipulates the electric 
chair must be used. Kosinski said he wants his bill, patterned after 
an Oklahoma law, to be discussed in the October special legisla­ 
tive session on crime.

A veteran of 20 years, cop recalls early shakes

Twenty years ago rookie policeman 
Daryl C. Stille was faced with his first 
big arrest. 
His late afternoon shift had started 
calmly but soon after midnight while 
he and a partner were on their regu­ 
lar patrol of Arlington Heights, he re­ 
ceived a call: a prowler was lurking 
not far away. 
When the two policemen arrived at 
the scene, Stille noticed the barely 
visible silhouette of the prowler by a 
bush about 20 feet away. 
“ I tried to stalk him like a good 
cop,” Stille said. “ But it didn’t work 
and worse, the guy started running 
for me. 
“ I N ERVO USLY TOLD him to stop; 
that my gun was cocked and I ’d shoot 
if he didn’t,” Stille said. “ Luckily he 
finally did stop, but I was near to the 
point of fainting, thinking that he 


wouldn't. 
“ When I look back I wonder if I 
would have shot him had he not 
stopped immediately.” 
Ironically, Stilled first and perhaps 
biggest pressures as a 
policeman 
came that night in 1957. And Stille. 
who will retire this October on the an­ 
niversary of his 20th year as a pa­ 
trolman, said there are more of these 
kinds of pressures today than when he 
started. 
Stille, 49, said he remembers a qui­ 
eter village back in 1957, one less tar­ 
nished by crime. 
“ The comparison of crimes in those 
days with today is phenomenal,” he 
said. “ Back in the ?50s there weren't 
more than 2.500 crimes a year. But 
last year our police responded to 
more than 36,000 calls in Arlington 
Heights, 
and

Nevertheless, despite the soar in 
crimes during the last two decades. 
Stilled friends on the force sav he has 
never lost his smile or his willingness 
to serve the community. 
“ We’re really going to miss Daryl,” 
said Sgt. Norm Busse, a friend of 
Stille for 18 years. “ He's the type of 
guy you can’t say enough about; he is 
beyond reproach. 
“ And one thing ITI especially miss 
is that constant smile of his,” Busse 
said. “ It’ll be a shame not to see that 
around the department after Octo­ 
ber.” 


Stille said he always admired police 
as a child growing up in northwest 
Iowa, partly because they always 
smiled at him. 


“ I ALW AYS LIK ED them also for 
the small things they did for the com­ 
munity,” the brawny patrolman said. 
Stille did many of these “ small 
things” during his 20 years as a pa­ 
trolman. From 1966-1968 he worked 
part-time as a police counselor at Ar­ 
lington Heights High School, 502 VV. 
Euclid Ave., teaching students respect 
for the law*.

ARLINGTON H EIG H TS may also 
decide to contribute to both studies, 
Village Pres. James T. Ryan said 
Tuesday. 
“ We still think we should compare 
all the alternatives, so there’s a good 
chance we’ll be going both ways,” 
Ryan said. “ Of course, one of the first 
things that will have to be done is to 
see whether it's worthwhile to get a 
full-scale study done on the Evanston 
option if ifs only Palatine and us fi­ 
nancing it,” he said.

Food rations are 
slashed in Saigon 


Refugees from Vietnam said Tuesday food rations in Saigon had 
been cut by up to 75 per cent, medicine is in short supply and that 
the Communist regime had banned the teaching of English in 
schools. Tran Van Nghiem, a 34-year-old English teacher, and 65 
other refugees, including 21 children and 17 women, gave a de­ 
tailed account of life in the old South Vietnamese capital before 
leaving Bangkok aboard a Japanese ship. The ship, Chuwa Maru, 
had picked them up from their small escape boat. 
“In the past three months, rice rations have been cut from nine 
kilograms (about 20 pounds) per person to one or two kilograms 
(2.2 to 4.4 pounds) a month,” Nghiem said. “Food queues could 
form at any time,” he said. “Sometimes government officials 
came around at 2 or 3 o’clock in the morning to wake us up and 
get in the food line.” Nghiem said his group had planned the 
escape for more than two years, but the food shortages along with 
the banning of the teaching of English in schools had encouraged 
premature departures. 


S. Africa denies A*test report 


South Africa Foreign Minister Roelof “Pik” Botha said Tuesday 
he questioned the accuracy of reports that French Foreign Min­ 
ister Louis de Guiringaud had said South Africa was preparing to 
test a nuclear bomb. “Even the French Ambassador doesn’t be­ 
lieve it,” Botha said. In Washington, the State Department said 
South Africa has given the United States “firm assurances” that it 
does not have a nuclear bomb and does not intend to develop one. 
It was the second time since Sunday that he has denied the reports 
about South Africa’s intention to test a nuclear device. 


Prominent Ugandans face trial 


A total of 16 prominent Ugandans went on trial Tuesday before a 
military tribunal accused of plotting to overthrow President Idi 
Amin, Uganda radio announced. All were arrested in February 
shortly after Amin announced he had uncovered a plot against 
Uganda and two of his government ministers. The archbishop and 
two ministers were killed only hours after Amin read their names 
at a mass rally in Kampala where he announced the coup plot. 
Amin said the three were killed in a car crash but church and 
other African sources said all three were murdered in cold blood. 
Tanzania charged that Amin himself personally killed the arch­ 
bishop. 


Arafat anxious for Mideast talks 


Egypt’s official news agency Tuesday quoted Palestinian guer­ 
rilla chief Yasser Arafat as saying he is “anxious” to start direct 
talks with the United States on Middle East peace prospects. But 
the agency also quoted Arafat as saying that the Palestine Liber­ 
ation Organization was not yet ready to announce its acceptance of 
a key U.N. resolution on which the U.S. offer of talks depends.

Laetrile patient promotes meeting 


A cancer patient who takes six tablets of laetrile daily said Tues- 
dy the U.S. Food and Drug Administration which banned laetrile 
should, in fairness, also ban other “dangerous” substances such as 
water, potatoes, lemons and carrots. The man, Charles Sittig of 
Arlington, Tex., at one point stopped while reading a press re­ 
lease, uncapped an amber plastic bottle and downed two laetrile 
tablets. ‘‘I take six of these a day and ITI continue to take them in 
order to stay alive,” said Sittig, looking healthy despite two years 
suffering from a malignant melanoma. Sittig appeared at a news 
conference to publicize a meeting Thursday between the Dallas- 
Fort Worth chapter of Citizens’ Choice, an international organiza­ 
tion active in promoting the rights of cancer patients, and Jerry 
Henderson of the Dallas office of the FDA.

Man’s meddling 
to make earth 
warmer: Pro I

EAST LANSING, Mich. (UPP — 
Man’s environmental interference has 
halted the approach of a new ice age 
and will mean a warmer global cli­ 
mate, a University of Michigan re­ 
searcher said Tuesday. 


Among the consequences, said bot­ 
any professor David M. Gates, will be 
a shrinking of the Great Lakes and 
inland waters, a northward shift of 
the agricultural belt into Canada and 
a melting of glacial ice that will raise 
ocean levels. 
Gates, director of the U.M. biologic­ 
al station, told the annual meeting of 
the American Institute of Biological 
Sciences that an increase of atmos­ 
pheric carbon dioxide, caused by the 
burning of fossil fuels, will be an over­ 
whelming weather influence in years 
to come. 


IT WILL produce a drier midwes­ 
tern climate with drastic effects on 
agriculture, commerce and recrea­ 
tion. 
“This is, aside from population and 
food, probably the most serious prob­ 
lem mankind faces,” he said. 


“Great Lakes shipping may have 
trouble navigating the corridors of the 
various locks and rivers. Beaches 
would be enormous, and vast relics of 
civilization — glass, porcelain, refrig­ 
erators, cars and other junk — would 
emerge in the drying of the old lake 
bottom. 
“With a warming of climate, agri­ 
culture will shift northward with the 
Corn Belt moving into Canada,” 
Gates said. The Great Lakes region, 
he said, may become a wheat-growing 
area. 
MOST OF THE changes are cen­ 
turies ahead, he said, but ocean levels 
could begin to rise within 25 to 30 
years to begin a slow inundation of 
coastal areas and a gradual redefini­ 
tion of world geography. 
“It will occur, of course, gradually, 
but ifs a serious problem,” Gates 
said. “Hundreds of years from now, it 
will lead to the displacement of mil­ 
lions of people.” 
He conceded that his theory flies in 
the face of long-term weather statis­ 
tics, which point toward an approach­ 
ing global cooling trend.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Television 
and relaxed teaching are pulling down 
American education, a special panel 
investigating the drop in Scholastic 
Aptitude Test scores said Tuesday in 
New York. 


The tests reflect Hie quality of what 
goes on in the nation's schools. 


Other things contributed to the 14- 
year decline, the panel found during 
its two-year probe of scores on the 
college entrance tests. 


The panel 
said the decline 
is 
“serious business warranting careful 
attention by everybody interested in 
education.” 


THAT INCLUDES parents, teach­ 
ers, school boards and taxpayers. 


Also blamed for the drop were 
changes in the family’s role and re­ 
laxed learning standards. 


The panel has a hunch national tur­ 
bulence during “a decade of dis- 


\ 


traction,” made quite a difference in 
youth’s motivation on tests — and 
may have had aa effect on scores. 


The decade referred to was between 
1967 and 1975 in panel terminology. It 
included the Vietnam war, political 
assassination of youth’s particular 
heroes, burning cities and the corrup­ 
tion of national leadership, Watergate. 


“The panel headed by former Sec. 
of Labor Willard Wirtz said another 
contributing factor to the decline is 
the sharp changes during the 1960s in 
the composition of the group of stu­ 
dents going on to college, and there­ 
fore, taking the college entrance 
exams.

Intravenous feeding was being con­ 
tinued as a supplement for the 66- 
year-old former vice president. A tube 
from his nose to the stomach to keep 
the bowel area from collapsing was 
removed. 


Dr. John Najarian, chief surgeon, 
said Humphrey was making an “ ex­ 
cellent recovery’’ from the surgery 
performed last week. He said Humph­ 
rey will “ gradually build up to regu­ 
lar food by Thursday.” 


T h e surgeon said Humphrey’s 
weight is good — “ he hasn’t lost much 
weight in the hospital” — and his co­ 
lostomy is “ working very fine.” Naja­ 
rian expects Humphrey to go to his 
Waverly home by the end of the week 
to recuperate and return to the Senate 
after Labor Day. 


An aide to Humphrey said, “ He has 
read the newspapers and watched 
news on television and he knows what 
he’s got, but he’s an optimist and sees 
no reason why he can’t bound back. 
He’s going to battle the statistics.” 


A team of four surgeons operated 
on Humphrey to relieve partial block­ 
age of the lo*ver colon. They found an 
inoperable, malignant tumor in the 
pelvic area while performing the co­ 
lostomy.

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Carter under fire over Lance affair

mitted to go about his business. 
The Lance affair centers on recent 
disclosures that Carter’s budget direc­ 
tor, in private life, obtained about $6 
million in personal loans from New 
York and Chicago banks in which his 
own Georgia banks had opened inter­ 
est-free accounts. 
The comptroller of the currency told 
Carter last week there are no grounds 
for criminal prosecution arising from 
those loans or from other questionable 
banking practices, including hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in overdrafts 


run up by Lance's family in his own 
Georgia banks. 
But the comptroller did say Lance's 
activities raised “ unresolved ques­ 
tions . . . as to what constitutes ac­ 
ceptable banking practice.” 
Two Senate committees promptly 
announced they would conduct their 
own investigations of Lance's conduct 
and of banking ethics in general. But 
Carter said while those probes are 
proper, he believes all allegations con­ 
cerning Lance have been investigated 
and found baseless. 
“ IT MIGUT have been advisable at 


the time the loans were made for Bert 
and others to have made those loans 
public,” Carter said, “ but that was 
not required” by banking regulations 
at the time. 


Carter made it clear he considers 
investigation of all known charges to 
be “ complete” — although congres­ 
sional probes are in the offing — 
and, so far as he is concerned, Lance 
stands exonerated. 


“ I don’t know of any allegation that 
has been made or proven that Bert 


Lance did anything illegal or even 
unethical” in the multimillion dollar 
loans he got while a professional 
banker or the overdrafts he and his 
family ran up at the banks he headed, 
the President said. 


Carter also said the controversial 
new Panama Canal treaty is “ advan­ 
tageous” to U.S. interests. He said he 
will lead the effort to drum up public 
support for it in the face of fierce op- 
p o s i t i o n from congressional con­ 
servatives. 


On the Middle East, he said he has 
“ no intention” of withholding military 
or economic support as a means of 
stopping 
Israel 
from 
establishing 
more Jewish settlements on occupied 
Arab territory. He said U.S. pressure 
would be confined to informing the Is­ 
raelis it considers those settlements 
“ illegal” and an obstacle to Middle 
East peace. 


On other subjects, Carter said: 


• It is not known what progress 
Sec. of State Cyrus Vance may have 


made so far in his efforts to improve 
relations with China without abandon­ 
ing U.S. diplomatic and military links 
with the nationalist government on 
Taiwan. Vance was midway through a 
four-day visit to Peking. 
• South Africa has informed the 
United States that, contrary to recent 
reports, “ they do not have and do not 
intend to develop nuclear explosive 
devices for any purpose, either peace­ 
ful or military.” He said the United 
States had told South Africa, “ we ap­ 
preciate this commitment.” 


Carter plans to dear up 
canal ‘'misconceptions'

WASHINGTON (U PI) — President 
Carter said Tuesday he will person­ 
ally lead a campaign to clear up 
“ misconceptions” about the new Pan­ 
ama Canal agreement and win public 
and congressional approval. 
Opponents of the agreement, giving 
Panama the canal in the year 2000, 
but leaving the United States involved 
in its defense, have started a nation­ 
wide campaign to block Senate ratifi­ 
cation of the two treaties. 
Carter acknowledged to a news con­ 
ference the deal does not now have 
popular support, but he said he wras 
confident 
“ a 
good deal of mis­ 
conceptions” will be cleared up when 
the text of the treaty, is released in 
the next few days. 
HE SAID HE intends to assume “ a 
major responsibility of my own to 
give the American people the facts” 
about the treaty, and insisted the text 
answers most of the objections that 
have been raised — particularly that 
it would be a “ giveaway.” 
Carter announced that the agree­ 
ment provides for U.S. participation 
in the development of any sea level 
canal to be built in Panama, so no 
“ possibly hostile nation will supplant 
us.” He added such a canal is prob­ 
ably not needed immediately. 
Later, White House press secretary 
Jody Powell said the sea level canal 
provision was written at U.S. insist­ 
ence and “ will relieve some concerns 


of some senators.” 
Carter said “ I was not convinced a 
year ago” it was in the nation inter­ 
est to give up sovereignty over the 
Panama Canal, but after studying the 
drafts, “ I ’m convinced it’s advan­ 
tageous.” 
THE PRESIDENT also noted the 
treaty has been endorsed by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, former President Ger­ 
ald Ford and former Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger. 
Carter said the present canal can 
handle neither large warships nor the 
biggest commercial freighters and oil 
tankers. 
“ It is obvious to me that over a pe­ 
riod of time the Panama Canal . . . 
has become inadequate,” Carter said. 
“ Over a period of time, I think, the 
canal needs to be expanded. 
“ Whether we need (a new canal) at 
this time, I doubt. We may in the fu­ 
ture. 
“ We want assurance we will be in­ 
volved directly in the construction, 
and not have some possibly hostile na­ 
tion supplant us,” Carter said. 
The President also brought Senate 
Democratic leader Robert Byrd to 
dinner at the White House Tuesday 
night to discuss strategy for winning 
Senate approval. 
The major question is whether to 
seek ratification before Congress ends 
its current session in October or wait 
until next year in hopes of strength­ 
ening its shaky support.

His father, E. Brooke Lee, who 
spent part of his childhood in the fa­ 
mous Blair House across the street 
from 
the White 
House, served as 
Maryland’s secretary of state, comp­ 
troller and speaker of the House. 
HE ALSO WAS a major factor in 
t h e 
development 
of 
Montgomery 
County, one of Washington’s suburban 
counties and today one of the nation s 
most affluent areas. 


Blair Lee 
III 
was educated at 
Princeton and studied law for two 
years before joining the Navy. He be­ 
gan his career as a journalist, editing 
a weekly newspaper. 
In 1949 the younger Lee served as 
president of the Maryland Press Asso­ 
ciation, and in 1954 he began his polit­ 
ical career in the House of Delegates. 


Since then he has lost only one po­ 
litical race — a bid for the U.S. Sen­ 
ate in 1962 — and his reputation as an 
h o n e s t lawmaker and moderate 
Democrat has been maintained. 
But Lee’s life has not always been 
easy. 
In 1973 his 27-year-old second son, 
Pierre Boal Lee, committed suicide 
by jumping off San Francisco's Gold­ 
en Gate Bridge. 
Lee suffered a deep loss and consid­ 
ered dropping out of public life. 
“ How much longer can I take it?” 
he was quoted at the time as saying. 
And he added a year later after a 
series of scandals were disclosed, “I 
want the hell out.”

Blair Lee III has two of the most 
famous family names in America and 
a bloodline of public service. 
He becomes governor of corruption- 
scarred Maryland when incumbent 
Marvin Mandel is sentenced as the re­ 
sult of his conviction on mail fraud 
and racketeering charges. 
Lee, 61, is patrician, tall, fair, well- 
to-do, Ivy League, a man born into a 
family of position with some of Amer­ 
ica’s most famous heroes in the blood­ 
line. 
The contrast with Mandel could not 
be greater. 
Mandel is short, dark and the prod­ 


uct of a lower-middle-class city family 
and machine politics. He had to 
scratch his way to position and power. 
BUT BOTH men gained office by 
political accident and both have suf­ 
fered tragedies in their personal lives. 
Mandel became speaker of the 
House of Delegates as the result of 
the corruption conviction of his pre­ 
decessor and became governor when 
Spiro T. Agnew was elected to the 
Vice Presidency. He suffered through 
a messy divorce after an unhappy 
marriage. 
Lee first was selected by Mandel as 
secretary of state and later appointed 


to the newly created position of lieu­ 
tenant governor. He became acting 
governor two months ago after Man­ 
del did not rapidly recover from what 
doctors believe was a small stroke. 
Four years ago one of his sons com­ 
mitted suicide. 
Shortly after becoming acting gov­ 
ernor, Lee said there was too much 
corruption in Maryland and he in­ 
tended to put an end to it. 
“ As far as I am concerned, that is 
over,” he said. “ There’s not going to 
be any more.” 
During the nearly eight years Lee 
has served in the state adminis­ 


tration, Maryland has been plagued 
by an epidemic of trials and public 
revelations of corruption of public of­ 
ficials. 
L E E SAID THE solution was to put 
an honest person in the governor’s 
mansion. He already had decided to 
run for governor next year. 
“ I am still inclined to believe that 
the real answer lies more in the char­ 
acter and deportment . . . of the ad­ 
ministration,” he said. 
By “ administration,” he added, “ I 
mean the governor.” 
Liwe many people with famous an­ 
cestors, Lee sometimes seems reluc­ 


tant or even embarrassed to discuss 
his heritage. But it is iluustrious and 
it is a motivating factor in Lee’s de­ 
sire to establish a name for himself. 
Lee is the scion of several of Amer­ 
ica's most famous families, chiefly 
the Lees and the Blairs. He is related 
to Robert E. Lea, as well as Lincoln 
cabinet member Montgomery Blair; 
two signers of the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence, Richard Henry Lee and 
Francis “ Lightfoot” Lee; a former 
governor of Virginia, Lighthorse Har­ 
ry Lee; a U.S. president, Zachary 
Taylor; and Maryland’s first elected 
senator, for whom he was named.

cretly for several years before decid­ 
ing to divorce his first wife. 


“ GO ON, Marvin, go on,” shouted 
one spectator, while Mandel clinched 
his familiar pipe and smiled bitterly. 
“ You’re going to jail, Mandel. You’re 
going to jail.” 
Arnold Weiner, Mandela attorney, 
said the governor “ was disappointed. 
He’s determined to press on with the 
review of the case. He will continue to 
hang in.” 
But he noted, “ The governor is still 
recovering from the stroke he suf­ 
fered in April. The strain wears heav­ 
ily on him.” 
Mandel denied he took bribes al­ 
though he did concede accepting gifts 
from his friends including expensive 
business suits, jewelry for his family 
and vacations. 
The biggest item was from Kovens 
— $155,000 in tax free bonds, which 
were used in the settlement with Man­ 
dela first wife. Mandel said the mon­ 
ey was a loan which he planned to 
repay. The government said it was a 
bribe. 
M A N D E L 
INSISTED 
another 
$42,000 that was funneled through sev­ 
eral businessmen from a Catholic 
missionary order — the Ballottine Fa­ 
thers — was a loan and said another 
$12,000 he received from the Ballot­ 
tines also was a loan to pay for his 


second wife's legal expenses in seek­ 
ing child support from her first hus­ 
band. 
But not all of the government alle­ 
gations involved the divorce settle­ 
ment. 
Mandel said he received $15,000 
from a firm that leases buildings to 
the federal government for back legal 
fees. Prosecutors valued his interest 
at a “ conservative $140,000” and said 
it was a bribe. 
Mandel paid $150 for a share of a 
$316,000 land deal on Maryland’s east­ 
ern shore, saying he wanted a retire­ 
ment place. Prosecutors placed a 
$45,000 value on his investment and 
called it a bribe. 
STILL, IT was Mandel himself who 
made it clear in Ills own testimony 
that he considered his divorce to be 
the real cause of his problems. 
“ My financial problems began with 
my 
separation,” 
he 
testified. 
“ I 
turned all the property over to my 
wife except my personal trophies, 
clothes and some stock certificates.” 


On the eve of the state primary in 
1974, he said, his wife threatened to 
sue unless he paid $40,000 he owed 
her, and that led to Hess arranging 
the largest loan from the Pallottines. 
“ I had no choice,” Mandel testified. 
“ There was no bank I could go to at 
that time. I had no assets. I had given 
them all away.” 


Marvin Mandel clawed his way out 
of a lower-middie-class Jewish section 
of Baltimore to become a powerful 
governor with an iron-fisted grip on 
state politics. But like the most an­ 
cient of leaders he was brought down 
by his problems with a woman. 
The 57-year-old governor succeeded 
Spiro T. Agnew when he was elected 
vice president. He has been governor 
of Maryland longer than any man in 
40 years. After being selected by the 
legislature to succeed Agnew', Mandel 
twice won re-election to four-year 
terms by landslides. He has been the 
dominant force in Maryland politics 
since becoming governor. 
The most national attention Mandel 
received until his first corruption trial 
last fall was when he abruptly moved 
out of the governor’s mansion to di­ 
vorce his wife and marry the blonde 
socialite he had ben seeing secretly 
for several years. 
HIS W IFE REM AINED in the man­ 
sion for several months and Mandel 
lived in a hotel until a private divorce 
agreement was reached. It required 
Mandel to provide his ex-wife with 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. The 
governor’s salary was only $25,000 a 
year. 
Mandel said during his trial “ my fi­ 
nancial problems began with my sep­ 
aration.” 
“ I turned all the property over to 


my wife except my personal trophies, 
clothes and some stock certificates.” 
The government charged that he 
used his office for personal gain, for 
the money he needed for his divorce, 
and that he took money and favors in 
return for helping his friends obtain 
favorable legislative action on a bill 
beneficial to a race track they secret­ 
ly owned. Some of the money that fi­ 
nanced 
his divorce was funneled 
through a Roman Catholic religious 
order, the Ballottine Fathers. 


BEFO R E THE federal charges of 
mail fraud and racketeering even 
went to the jury, Mandela lawyer 
conceded that he was “ a ruined 
man.” His two sensational trials — 
the first ending last December in a 
mistrial — revealed the intimate de­ 
tails of Mandel’s messy personal life 
and his almost desperate efforts to 
avoid publicizing it. 


His oldest friend and closest adviser 
is codefendant Irvin Kovens, a furni­ 
ture company owner and former own­ 
er of race tracks. His wealth is esti­ 
mated by ihe government to be in ex­ 
cess of $8 million and he was the 
primary fundraiser for Mandel, as 
well as for Spiro Agnew and many 
other Maryland politicians. 
Kovens Dought Mandel suits so he 
could “ look like a governor.” 
Another codefendant, W. Dale Hess, 


was Mandela roommate in Annapolis 
during their days in the legislature to­ 
gether. It was Hess who served as a 
frontman for some of Mandel's in­ 
vestments. 
When Mandel’s ex-wife, Barbara, 
insisted on a lump sum of $200,000, 
Kovens put up $155,000 in tax-free 
bonds. 
“ I knew that it was financially im­ 
possible for me to do,” Mandel said. 
He produced a note that shows he 
owes Kovens $155,000 plus six per cent 
interest over a 10-year period starting 
in 1979. 
ON THE EV E of the state primary 
in September 1974, his ex-wife threat­ 


ened to sue unless he paid $40,000 he 
owed to her. He went to Hess and 
Hess arranged for the Pallotines to 
provide Mandel with $42,000. 
“ I had to make a payment. I had no 
choice,” Mandel said on the witness 
stand. “ There was no bank I could go 
to at that time I had no assets. I had 
given all of them away.” 
Barbara also insisted on a $100,000 
life insurance policy, which Mandel 
took out with the insurance company 
operated by some of his codefendants. 
The Ballottines helped out again in 
1975 when Menders second wife re­ 
ceived a $12,000 loan. Mandel has re­ 
paid about $7,000. 


Mandel grew up in a section of Bal­ 
timore close to the Pimlico race track 
where 
he 
sold 
newspapers 
after 
school. He said during his trial that 
his interst in race tracks stemmed 
from his early association with the 
Pimlico track. 


His family was never wealthy. His 
father was a cloth cutter and one of 
the founders of the Baltimore local of 
the Amalgamated Clothing Workers 
Union. 
The family mortgaged their house 
so Mandel could be the first member 
of the family to go to college.

Bill requiring crib death report signed 


A bill that would require uniform 
reporting of Sudden Infant Death Syn­ 
drome, or “crib death,” throughout Il­ 
linois was signed Tuesday by Gov. 
James R. Thompson.

Heights, will require autopsies and 
the reporting of their results within 72 
hours of crib death.

gram of subsidized taxi fares for 
senior citizens because he is los­ 
ing money. 


Chuck Rolls, head of Arlington 
Best Cab Co., said the $1.50 paid 
to the taxi company through the 
subsidized program barely cov­ 
ers his maintenance and gas 
costs. 


Robert Birks, owner of the 
other cab company in Arlington 
Heights, Arlington City Cab, has 
said he will remain in the pro­ 
gram even though he is also los­ 
ing money on the subsidies. 


Birks’ statement that he be­ 
lieves every businessman should 
participate in civic affairs shows 
a c o m m e n d a b l e spirit. He 
should be applauded for his dedi­ 
cation to the program. ' 


At the same time, village offi­ 
cials should carefully consider 
whether Rolls’ concern that the 
subsidies are too low is justified. 
While 
cab 
company 
officials 
might justly be expected to 
make some contribution to such 
a program, they shouldn’t find 
themselves unfairly pinched be­ 
cause of their participation in a 
service. 


Rolls says the average taxi 
ride in the village runs up a $3 
meter charge and that the $1.50 
subsidy is too low. 


Village officials should adjust 
the subsidy if necessary in order 
to ensure fairness to the cab 
companies and continuation of a 
needed service for senior citi­ 
zens. 


No more movie houses? 


Say it isn’t so, Arthur. We’re 
referring to the report that mov­ 
ie theaters will be obsolete by 
1985, a finding attributed to the 
distinguished Arthur D. Little 
research and consulting firm. 
The prediction is that Ameri­ 
cans will no longer go out to the 
movies but bring the movies 
home on big screens served by 
video cassettes, discs, or cable 
TV. 
This was shattering news for a 
local man on the very day he 
was to meet his family for a 
double feature of Alfred Hitch­ 
cock classics, "‘The Lady Van­ 
ishes’* and “The 39 Steps.” His 
own pre-video youth had been 
full of family expeditions to such 
movies before anyone knew they 
were classics. Then the movies, 
confronted by TV’s competition, 
had grown shrill, solemn, ugly, 
and pretentious — but still with 
enough shining exceptions 
to 


make “going to the movies” a 
bit of a treat when the children 
did not happen to be occupied 
with 
homework or 
preferred 
company. Now . . . in 1985 . . . a 
mere eight years . . . the end of 
the line for the movie theater? It 
is (sob!) too much. 
Theater owners, not unexpect­ 
edly, say Arthur D. Little is 
wrong. That is some comfort. 
But how objective are they? Cer­ 
tainly they alone cannot erase 
the handwriting on the celluloid. 
The best hope lies in the mov­ 
iemakers. If their films put to­ 
gether the emotions people like 
to feel as part of an audience — 
laughter! joy! heartbreak! sus­ 
pense! — then the movie house 
will not go the way of the village 
smithy. And tomorrow’s family 
will still have a cool place to 
catch “The Lady Vanishes” on a 
hot summer night. —■ The Chris­ 
tian Science Monitor

AT AGE 14, LIFE is dull. I got to 
know Justice Irving Lehman, older 
brother of Philip, who was a member 
of the New York State Supreme 
Court.

50 years’ doubts follow Sacco, Vanzetti

NEW YORK — NEA — April 15, 
1920, a paymaster and a guard were 
shot in front of a shoe factory in 
South Braintree, Mass. At that time it 
didn’t seem to be more than a routine 
“stickup,” but it developed into a 
cause celebre that attracted world­ 
wide attention. 
A few weeks later, on May 5, Nicola 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti were 
arrested in a streetcar at nearby 
Brockton. Each man carried a pistol 
and they were arraigned on a charge 
of murder. 
I was 15 years old at the time and 
might have cheered the arrest of 
those “damn commies.” That is, if 
newspapers had provided coverage of 
their arrest. The nation was under­ 
going a“witch hunt” conducted by 
U.S. Att. Gen. A. Mitchell Palmer, 
mostly centered in New York and 
Massachusetts. At that time it seemed 
anyone who raised a voice of dissent 
was a “Red” who wanted to over­ 
throw our government. 


SACCO AND VANZETTI had emi­ 
grated from Italy in 1908 to seek a 
better life in America. Sacco was 
bom in 1891 on Italy’s Adriatic coast, 
the third of 17 children. He worked 
hard and established himself as a spe­ 
cialist shoemaker, married Rosina 
Sambelli in 1912 and lived the normal 
life of a factory worker with his wife 
and son. 
Vanzetti, who was 31 when arrested, 
came from a fairly well-to-do Pied­ 
mont family, had washed dishes, 
worked as an assistant cook, janitor 
and street sweeper. He settled into a 
jobof street fish peddler. He loved the 
freedom and open air and made many 
friends. 


The lighter side 


The men were not Communists. 
They were anarchists who opposed all 
forms of governments, including the 
new Soviet postrevolution Communist 
rulers. 
More than 50 eyewitnesses offered 
contradictory descriptions of the two 
men who had done the shooting at the 
factory, but Sacco and Vanzetti were 
tried by Judge Webster Thayer at 
Dedham, May 31, 1921. The two Ital­ 
ian immigrants had claimed they car­ 
ried the pistols to protect themselves 
since their lives had been threatened. 
It was believed that the damning evi­ 
dence that convinced the jury of their 
guilt was the ballistic test of the bul­ 
lets found in the bodies of the holdup 
victims. 
Defense attorneys requested a new 
trial with a new judge, maintaining 
Judge Webster Thayer was prej­ 
udiced. Slightly more than 5 feet tall, 
a movie casting director could have 
picked Thayer as a typical elderly 
Yankee. Friends admitted he talked 
freely out of court and at his private 
club had made unfavorable comments 
about the two defendants. And Prose­ 
cutor Frederick G. Katzmann was ac­ 
cused of dragging “red herrings” into 
court as evidence to confuse the jury. 


ON JULY 14, 1921 the jury found 
them guilty of murder. And it became 
apparent to many people around the 
world that there might have been a 
miscarriage of justice. 
Persons from various fields of the 
arts, the academic world, the political 
and international scene, the radical 
left, the legal profession and the 
church provided an impressive Who’s 
Who that tried to save Nicola and 
Bartolomeo from the electric chair: 
Among them were: Jane Addams, 


Robert Benchley, Heywood Broun, 
William 0. Douglas, Albert Einstein, 
Felix Frankfurter, John Galsworthy, 
Fiorello H. LaGuardia, Walter Lip- 
pman, Thomas Mann, H.L. Menken, 
Benito Mussolini, 
George Bernard 
Shaw and H.G. Wells. 
P r o m i n e n t attorneys skilled in 
criminal court practice came to help 
with the defense. 
The Boston Common, legendary as 
a place where peoples of all political 
color could speak, was the scene for 
large protest mass meetings. 
But perhaps the Sacco-Vanzetti epi­ 
sode had become more of an ideolo­ 
gical tug-of-war than a criminal trial. 
Mounted police rode their horses to 
disperse the crowds and the speakers 
were arrested. Pickets in front of the 
Massachusetts State House also were 
arrested, some as many as two or 
three times a day. Young children 
carrying small American Flags pa­ 
raded in front of the state prision in 
Boston. 
APPEAL MOTIONS and court hear­ 
ings dragged the case out, meaning 
seven long years in jail for Sacco and 
Vanzetti. Until they were brought to 
Charlestown State Prision in Boston 
to pay the death penalty, they re­ 
mained in the quiet confines of the 
small jail in Dedham. 
World-wide pressure increased after 
Sacco and Vanzetti were sentenced to 
die. Luigia Vanzetti, a frightened and 
plain woman, came to the United 
States to plead for clemency for her 
brother. Demonstrations in Boston 
grew larger and more heated. Presi­ 
dent Calvin Coolidge, who was vaca­ 
tioning in South Dakota, refused to in­ 
tercede. 
On June 30, 1927, Gov. Alvan Fuller 
granted a 30-day delay of execution to 


The final disaster film? 
This has the ingredients

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Before the 
current cycle of disaster movies ends, 
which mercifully should be sometime 
soon, I’d like to see them do one about 
a movie disaster. 


I’ll even suggest a title and a sce­ 
nario. Call it “Turkey.” It’s about a 
film company that becomes trapped 
in a $20 million bomb. 


The main characters are an actor, 
an actress, a producer, a director, a 
screenwriter and a publicity director. 
As in all disaster movies, the dramat­ 
ic impact comes from the ironic 
twists in the way each reacts to the 
catastrophe.

But when 
Mistlefoot learns the film he’s in is a 
bomb, he panics. 


In one emotional scene, he is shown 
pleading with his agent, Bennie Flack- 
horn, to get him out. But he is tied 
down by an unbreakable contract, and 
there’s no way to escape. 


Renoir Flicknagle, director. Moody. 
Dissolute. You wouldn’t think to look 
at him that he had an ounce of forti­ 
tude in his body. 


Yet when he becomes aware he has 
a bomb on his hands, he keeps his 
head and makes a valiant, albeit fu­ 
tile, effort to save the picture by dub­ 
bing in a laugh track. 
Burnside Templehair, producer. Ca­ 
reer in eclipse and desperately need­ 
ing a hit to prove he’s not all washed 
up. Has a reputation for pragmatism. 


BUT CONFRONTED with evidence 
that his comeback vehicle is a bomb, 
he refuses to face reality. Starts wild­ 
ly pouring more money into the film, 
and takes the whole studio down with 
him. 


Theda Grappling, actress. Pam­ 
pered tyrant of the dressing room. 


Never even so much as peels her own 
grapes. 
Nevertheless, 
when 
Flicknagle 
brings her word of the bomb, she 
rises to the occasion. Volunteers to 
make a rigorous personal appearance 
tour to plug the film. 
Scenes of Miss Grappling stout­ 
heartedly pressing from hotel suite to 
hotel suite with only a maid, hair­ 
dresser and press agent in attendance 
are Academy Award material. 
Algernon Upbuckle, screenwriter. 
Famous novelist. Looks down nose at 
Hollywood writers but accepts vast 


sum of money for one-shot picture 
deal. 
When Upbuckle realizes he is partly 
to blame for the bomb, he is filled 
with remorse. Ultimately comes to ad­ 
mire and respect the studio hacks 
who are called in to try to repair the 
script. 
Jo Bangles, publicity director. Only 
hired because she is having affair 
with the producers. Yet she is real 
heroine of the disaster. 
Comes through with emergency ad- 
v e r t i s i n g gimmick that salvages 
something at the box office.

permit a new advisory committee, 
commonly known as the “Lowell 
Committee,” to meet. 
Although the defense had offered 
new and important evidence, proved 
the prosecution had produced no fin­ 
ger prints and claimed one of the 
guns had been tampered with, the 
‘ ‘Lowell committee ’ ’ 
recommended 
that the execution not be delayed any 
longer. 
And at 11:23 p.m. on August 23, 
1927, Nicola Sacco and Bartholomeo 
Vanzetti died in the electric chair. 
In the summer of 1927 I was a bud­ 
ding journalist who was assigned to 
work on the Sacco-Vanzetti story dur­ 


ing the last weeks. The anti-radical 
hysteria had lessened. I had read and 
learned many things about this trial. 
And in recent years I have asked my­ 
self whether they did kill two men in 
South Braintree on a quiet spring af­ 
ternoon. I came to a personal con­ 
clusion that Sacco might have done it 
in a moment of burning rage and ha­ 
tred. But not Vanzetti who had the 
heart of a poet and felt compassion 
for all men and w’omen. 
Today I know there are many who 
still believe they were guilty. My own 
personal doubts are washed away as I 
r e a d Bartolomeo Vanzetti’s last 
speech to the court: 


“If it had not been for these things I 
might have lived out my life talking 
at street corners to scorning men. I 
might have died, unmarked, unknown, 
a failure. 
“Now we are not a failure. This is 
our career and our triumph. Never in 
our full life could we hope to do such 
work for tolerance, for justice, for 
man’s understanding of man, as now 
we do by accident. 
“Our words, our lives, our pains — 
nothing! The taking of our lives — 
lives of a good shoemaker and a poor 
fish peddler — all! That moment be­ 
longs to us — that agony is our 
triumph.”

Nader group asks ban 
on DBCP-type products

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Ralph Na­ 
der’s health researchers asked the 
government Tuesday for an imme­ 
diate ban on scores of products con­ 
taining DBCP, a pesticide linked to 
sterility among factory workers ex­ 
posed to it. 
T h e 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency, to which the petition was di­ 
rected, said it is studying the problem 
but so far “ we don’t have any evi­ 
dence of ill effects among people who 
have applied the chemical, or perhaps 
farm workers who may have handled 
it or people who may have eaten food 
with residues of it.” 
Sidney 
Wolfe, 
head 
of 
Nader’s 
Health Research Group, said, how­ 
ever, EPA should issue an emergency 
order halting sale and distribution of 
products 
containing 
the substance 
“ because of human evidence of ster­ 
ility and animal evidence of carci­ 
nogenicity.” 
DBCP IS A soil fumigant used to 
kill worms and other pests in the 
ground. Two of its manufacturers, 
Dow Chemical Co., and Shell Oil Co., 
have stopped making it. 
The Nader group singled out 56 con­ 
sumer products named by the Oc­ 
cupational Safety and Health Admin­ 
istration which contain DBCP and 
which should be banned, it said. 
The EPA said it has registered 72 
products containing DBCP and 102 
products are registered with various 
states, although there could be some 
state-federal duplication. 
Wolfe said the ban is needed “ to 


stop the risk to thousands of chemical 
workers, farm workers and others 
whose jobs bring them in contact with 
this fumigant which causes sterility 
and is also a carcinogen and a muta­ 
gen.” 
An EPA spokesman said there is 
still “ some question” as to whether 
the pesticide is responsible for the 
sterility since in at least two of the 
plants which manufactured it other 
pesticides were produced as well. But 
the spokesman said DBCP is still “ the 
No. I suspect.” 
The EPA also said the chemical has 
been on its suspect hazard list as 
something that possibly causes cancer 
and interferes in reproduction.

Business briefs 
9.700 GM workers 
idled due to strike 


General Motors Tuesday idled 9,700 workers in Detroit and Sagi­ 
naw and warned of more layoffs because of widening parts short­ 
ages because of a week-old strike at a key Indiana parts plant. 
GM said it was idling 4,300 workers on the final assembly line at 
the Cadillac plant in Detroit along with 4,800 workers at the adja­ 
cent Fisher Body Fleetwood plant that produces auto bodies for 
the Cadillac plant. Another 600 workers at the Saginaw steering 
gear division also were being laid off. Negotiators for GM and the 
United Auto Workers union continued lengthy meetings in Detroit 
trying to resolve the local contract dispute that put 12,700 Delco- 
Remy employes on the picket line in Anderson, Ind., since Aug. 15. 
Amana refrigerators adjusted 


The Consumer Product Safety Commission in separate actions 
has announced voluntary corrective action for approximately 
240,000 side-by-side refrigerator-freezers and the recall of a high 
chair that may collapse. Amana Refrigeration Inc., of Amana, 
Iowa, in cooperation with the regulatory agency, announced it 
would modify a hinge wire assembly on the refrigerator doors. 
When worn, the wires could cause severe electrical shocks to a 
person grabbing both door handles, the company said. The units 
affected by the recall were manufactured between February 1969 
and September 1974. In another action, the commission and Centu­ 
ry Products Inc., announced the firm voluntarily would recall the 
nonfolding 747 Command High Chair, which the commission staff 
said could collapse if a weld breaks. 
Credit card system hearings 


Hearings on the U.S. credit card industry and electronic funds 
transfer systems are scheduled to begin in September before the 
U.S. House of Representatives Subcommittee on Consumer Affairs. 
The Washington, D.C. hearings are scheduled Sept. 20, 22, 23, 26, 
27, 29 and 30. The Credit Card Electronic Banking Consumer Pro­ 
tection Bill was introduced by U.S. Rep. Frank Annunzio, D-ll, 
subcommittee chairman. Annunzio said the bill was designed to 
stop consumer abuse by credit card issuers, and to provide secur­ 
ity for EFT systems. Annunzio said credit cards “were initially 
offered as a consumer bonanza, and now are becoming the most 
expensive piece of plastic in history.” 
GAO hacks region airline reform 


The federal government should subsidize regional airlines on the 
basis of what it costs to provide service to remote areas, not what 
the airlines say they need, the General Accounting Office told 
Congress Tuesday. The report backed up the Civil Aeronautics 
Board’s recommendations for reforming the 35-year-old system of 
subsidizing regional airlines for service to small cities. GAO, the 
Congressional watchdog agency, said revisions could best be ac­ 
complished through new legislation. The CAB spends about $68 
million a year to subdidize seven regional airlines carrying 38 
million passengers. 


GE offers brighter lamp 


General Electric Co., has announced a new 35-watt fluorescent 
lamp tube that gives 97 per cent as much light as the conventional 
35-watt tube, with a resulting 14 per cent power saving. The secret 
of the new tube is a new phosphor coating on the inside, combining 
a narrower band blue ray and a brighter yellow ray. 
Touche Ross, Lasser to merge 


Two of the country’s largest accounting firms, Touche Ross & 
Co., and J. K. Lasser & Co., have announced they have merged 
under the Touche Ross name. Observers said the merger would 
create the third largest accounting firm in the country. Since the 
accounting profession forbids its members to incorporate, all ac­ 
counting firms are partnerships and are not required to publish 
figures on the volume of their business. Russell E. Palmer is 
managing partner of the merged firm. 
Hoyne reports assets increase 


Hoyne Savings and Loan Assn. which has Wheeling and Chicago 
offices, reports total assets of $133,314,181 for the year ended July 
31. Earl C. Weber, president and board chairman, said the yearly 
increase in assets amounts to more than $9 million. Savings and 
investment account deposits at the 90-year-old institution are report­ 
ed at $114,739,984, a $7.8 million increase during the past year. 
United tells record earnings 


UAL Inc., Elk Grove Township, reported its July net earnings 
from airline operations wtre $30.9 million, highest of any month in 
company history and an increase of 45 per cent from July 1976. 
The comany also reported that United’s operations for the first 
seven months of 1977 were $26.2 million compared with a loss of 
$4.5 million for the corresponding period a year ago. 


General Motors

average $405 


DETROIT (UPI) — Auto industry 
pricing leader General Motors said 
Tuesday its 1978-model cars will carry 
sticker prices up an average $405 
above current models. 
The increase included a 5.7 per cent 
increase, or $387, on the average 
equipped car and an average $18 
jump in destination charges. 
The price hike was the first major 
increase since last fall when the 1977 
models were introduced. 
The No. I automaker, which ac­ 
counts for more than 50 per cent of all 
domestic auto sales, was the first of 
the four U.S. auto companies to set 
firm prices on new models. 
Earlier this summer, GM indicated 
price increases could be as high as 6 
per cent. 
AMERICAN MOTORS has set tenta­ 
tive prices $301 to $400 above current 
models, while Chrysler and Ford said 
their prices will not rise by more than 
6 per cent. The AMC $301 boost appli­ 
es to the four-and six-cylinder ver­ 
sions of the subcompact Gremlin cus­ 
tom series, which will be priced at 
$3,549. 
GM said in a statement, the “in­ 
creases are modest in relation to 
those of other consumer products. In 
the past five years, according to the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics whose in­ 
dices recognize quality changes, new- 
car prices have increased only 28 per 
cent wThile consumer prices generally 
have increased 45 per cent.” 
The price hike raised the sticker on 
the nation’s most popular car — the 
full-sized Chevrolet — from $4,900.65 
for a four-door Impala sedan to 
$5,282.55. The base model of the same 
car at the end of the 1973-model year

GM said the price increase on the 
base models of its 1978 models, ex­ 
cluding options generally ordered by 
customers, averaged 4.6 per cent, or 
$242. 


GM DEALERS already are selling 
1978 models with the exception of the 
new mid-sized models — Chevrolet 
Malibu and Monte Carlo; Pontiac L * 
Mans and Grand Prix; Buick Century 
and Century Regal; and Oldsmobile 
Cutlass. Their price tags won’t be an­ 
nounced until the cars go on sale in 
early October. 
The mid-sized models have been 


shrunk one foot and are about 800 
pounds lighter for 1978 as part of the 
automaker’s downsizing program to 
help it meet new fuel economy stan­ 
dards. 


The new model year is the first in 
which each company must build a 
fleet of cars that averages 18 miles 
per gallon. The federal fuel economy 
requirement rises to 27.5 mpg in 1985. 


The initial pricing move by GM 
comes after several months of com­ 
plaints 
by 
automotive 
executives 
about rising labor and material costs. 
The price of steel — the major in­ 
gredient in any car — increased 6 per 
cent in June. 
Industry executives said they do not 


expect higher prices to slow their 
near-record 
sales 
pace. 
Combined 
with imports, executives predicted to­ 
tal sales this year will be close to the 
record 11.4 million new cars sold in 
1973. 


Imported cars, which have been 
grabbing nearly one of every five new 
car sales so far this year, also have 
had to contend with higher prices as 
the value of foreign currencies, par­ 
ticularly the German Mark and Japa­ 
nese Yen, increase in relation to the 
U.S. Dollar.

Welfare reforms to help 
middle-income workers

A funny thing happened to the wel­ 
fare reform program on the way to 
Congress. It turned into a welfare 
plan for the middle class. A good part 
of the program’s total cost comes 
from adding some 8.3 million middle- 
income families to the 
“welfare” 
rolls. 
Under Jimmy Carter’s proposal, a 
family of four making up to perhaps 
$14,200 will be classified as “working 
poor and in need of relief.” That 
makes them eligible for a special in­ 
come supplement called the “earned 
i n c o m e credit.” Larger families 
would be eligible for this payment at 
income levels up to $20,000. 
To get an idea of what those in­ 
comes mean in real life, here’s a 
sampling of average wages in private 
industry, as of March 1977, collected 
by the Bureau of Labor Statistics: 
ON AN ENTRY, level, nationwide, 
chemists make $12,872 and accoun­ 
tants, $12,155. The middle-range wage 
for computer operators is $10,529; 
draftsmen, $12,833; and job analysts 
in personnel departments, $13,572. Se­ 
nior secretaries get $13,407. 
In the Washington, D.C. area, fork­ 
lift operators average $12,542; ship­ 
ping clerks $9,984; and maintenance 
painters, $12,834. 
Under the Carter Plan, all the 
workers listed above (in families of 
four) would be eligible for the earned 
income credit, to supplement their 
wages. In the earnings range listed, 
the annual tax breaks would run from 
$85 for the chemists to $500 for the 
shipping clerks. 
According to the Internal Revenue 
Service, some 71 per cent of all tax­ 
payers reported incomes of $15,000

and less in 1975 (the latest year for 
which figures are available). 
NOT ALL those people will be eli­ 
gible for the “working poor” tax 
break, since it goes only to taxpayers 
making a home for a child under 19 
(or a full-time student). 
The Treasury claims that only 17 
per cent of taxpayers would be able to 
claim the new, improved earned-in- 
come tax credit. But in fact the figure 
could go much higher. If you owe fed­ 
eral income taxes, the earned-income 
credit reduces your tax bill. If your 
income is so low that you owe no 
taxes, the credit is received as a cash 
payment. 
The total tax subsidies paid to fami­ 
lies making more than $9,500 would 
come to an estimated $1.6 billion. 
Families making more than $12,500 
would collect $484 million. 
At present, the earned-income tax 
credit is worth IO per cent of your 
income up to $4,000 (for a maximum 
credit of $400). After that, the credit 
gradually decreases, and phases out 
entirely when your income passes 
$8,000. One of the original purposes of 
this credit was to give a special tax

Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Britan­ 
nica^ 1977 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future to Tonja Bvrd, ll, of Charlotte, 
N.C., for her question: 
CAX AN OWL TURN HIS HEAD COM­ 
P L E T E L Y AROUND? 
Ow ls have the reputation of being very 
wise. This feeling has been gained, no 
doubt, because most of the time an owl 
sits quietly and says nothing. Probably 
because of this, too, the ancient Greeks 
thought he was sacred. While the farmer 
now certainly considers the owl to be 
one of his best friends — because he 
eats rats and mice — most experts 
agree that ravens, crows and geese are 
all smarter. 
A total of 525 different kinds of owls 
have been identified by scientists. They 
range all the way from the great gray 
owl, who measures 30 in. tall and has a 
wingspread of 60 in., down to the elf ow l 
who is less than 6 in. tall. 
Among the owl’s most outstanding 
features are his great senses of seeing 
and hearing. Unlike most birds who 
have one eye on each side of their heads 
the ow l has a forward-facing placement 
of the eyes, much like a human’s. The 
eyes, however; are not too mobile in 
their sockets, and it is necessary for the 
owl to turn his head to change his field 
of vision. 
In being able to turn his head in order 
to hear or see, the owl has a great ad­ 
vantage over most other birds: he can 
turn his head all the w’ay around to face 
in any direction. He has an ability, ac­ 
tually, to turn his head a full 180 degrees. 
There’s an old backwoods spoof that 
says you can walk around an owl sitting 
on a treetop and that he will keep turn­ 
ing his head as he watches you until it is 
twisted off. This isn’t true, although it 
almost seems possible. The head can 
make only one complete turn. 
The owl’s sharp eyes work especially 
well at night, and they work closely 
with his very sharp ears. Sound-deaden­ 
ing filaments at the tips of the wings 
and contour features give the owl al­ 
most noiseless flight. A mouse walking 
along a path in the field can be both 
heard and seen by the owl as he swoops 
in silently for the catch. 
Owls swallow their prey whole. Be­ 
cause they have strong stomach juices, 
they are able to remove all the nutrients 
from the mice or rats they catch. Indi­ 
gestible bones, fur and feathers are 
then formed into neat pellets and are 
later coughed up by the owl. Since owls 
usually bring their prey back to a favor­ 
ite perch to eat, they then sit quietly 
while the food is being digested and the 
remains regurgitated. And while wait­ 
ing. they look wise. 
Andy sends the book 200 Illustrated 
Science Experiments to David .Mac­ 
Donald, IO. of St. Catharines, Ont., 
Canada, for his question: 
WHO INV ENTED THE SUBM ARIN E? 
A Dutch scientist named Cornelius 
van Drebbel came up with the first 
workable submarine in 1620. It was a 
wooden rowboat that was covered with 
waterproof hides. Then, during the cen­ 
tury that followed, many other under­ 
sea craft were designed and construct­ 
ed in various parts of Europe. 
During the Revolutionary War, a stu­ 
dent at Yale College named David Bush­ 
nell designed a one-man submarine 
powered by a hand-cranked propeller. 
He called the craft the Turtle. In 1776 
the Turtle made an attempt to sink a 
British warship in New York Harbor 
but it failed. This was the first known 
attack by a submarine. 
In 1800, American inventor Robert 
Fulton built a copper-covered sub­ 
marine called the Nautilus.

Fifty years ago thousands of demon­ 
strators, including some of the fore­ 
most literary figures of the time, 
stood in the streets of Boston in a vig­ 
il which ended with the electrocution 
of two Italian immigrants who never 
wavered in denying their innocence of 
murder charges against them. 
About

demonstrators 
held a candlelight vigil outside the 
State House Monday night, returning 
to the State House again Tuesday to 
deliver a letter demanding “full exon­ 
eration” of Sacco and Vanzetti. Tues­ 
day night about 400 persons were ex­ 
pected to attend a waterfront presen­ 
tation of a play about Nicola Sacco 
and Bartolomed Vanzetti. 
IN 
HARTFORD, 
Conn., 
Mayor 
George Athanson ordered the flag at 
City Hall flown at half staff in memo­ 
ry of the two men, whose trial raised 
questions 
about 
American 
justice 
which are unanswered to this day. 
Outside of those quiet observances 
the day passed unmarked. 
Sacco and Vanzetti, died Aug. 23, 
1927 amid worldwide controversy over 
what many believed to be blatant vio­ 
lations of their rights during a month­ 
long murder-armed robbery trial and 
seven years of appeals which reached 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 


A proclamation issued by Gov. Mi­ 
chael S. Dukakis last month declared 
Sacco and Vanzetti were denied a fair 
trial because of what they were: for­ 
eigners who were self-proclaimed an­ 
archists advocating overthrow of the 
government.

STATE 
observances 
were 
scheduled. A spokesman for the gov­ 
ernor said the lack of any official cer­ 
emonies was in keeping with the tenor 
of Dukakis’ proclamation. 
The governor merely called on resi­ 
dents to take time to reflect on “our 
susceptibility to prejudice, our intoler­ 
ance of unorthodox ideas and our fail­ 
ure to defend the rights of persons 
who are looked upon as strangers in 
our midst.” 
The proclamation did not deal with 
the issue of the guilt or innocence of 
Sacco and Vanzetti, but stated merely 
they were not granted a fair trial. 
Despite the millions of words and 
thousands 
of 
demonstrators 
mar­ 
shaled in defense of the two men, Sac­ 
co and Vanzetti pleaded — in broken 
English 
—- their 
innocence 
most 
eloauently. 
“There is nothing in earth or in 
heavens which can make the true un­ 
true or the untrue true,” Vanzetti said 
in a letter to United Press from his 
death cell in 1927. 
“The judges of the Supreme Court 
of the United States can uphold at 
their heart content both (presiding 
Judge Webster) Thayer and the Mas­ 
sachusetts Justice; we will remain in­ 
nocent.”

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U.S. may uphold minority admissions plan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Carter 
administration is working on a Su­ 
preme Court brief that is widely ex­ 
pected to support government “af­ 
f i r m a t i v e action” plans against 
charges of “reverse discrimination.” 
However, 
a 
spokesman 
insisted 
Tuesday the Justice Depart, has not 
decided what position it will take. 
There is growing speculation that 
department lawyers will intervene as 
a “friend of the court” and support 
the challenged admissions policy of 
the University of California Medical 
School at Davis. 


State courts ruled the school prac­ 
ticed “reverse discrimination” in re­ 
jecting the application of a white stu­ 
dent, Allen Bakke, while accepting 
m i n o r i t y applicants with lower 
grades. 
Spokesman John Wilson said al­ 
though a draft brief is under study, 
the Justice Dept, has not yet de­ 
cided what position it will take. 
THE DRAFT was drawn up by the 
civil rights division after a check with 
the Dept, of Health, Education and 
Welfare and other federal agencies 
that might be affected. 


A Chicago newspaper Monday re­ 
ported the decision already has been 
made to support the minorities and 
women, and the haggling is over de­ 
tails. It said Att. Gen. Griffin Bell de­ 
clared during an Aug. 5 visit to Chi­ 
cago, “We have decided to file.”

“quotas,” “goals” and “affirmative 
action” programs in hiring minority 
groups and women. 
Solicitor Gen. Wade McCree Jr.

House too — in time to file a brief by 
Oct. I, Wilson said, if one is filed at 
all. 


RAEKE CLAIMED he was denied 
entrance to the medical school be­ 
cause it had reserved 16 out of IOO 
admissions for “disadvantaged appli­ 
cants” — blacks, Spanish-speaking 
Americans and Asian-Americans. 


While applicants admitted in regu­ 
lar competition had undergraduate 
grades averaging 3.49 out of a pos­ 
sible 4.0, the disadvantaged applicants 
averaged 2.88, Bakke said. 
Bakke claimed his record would 
have wx>n him admission if the 16 


places had not been deliberately as­ 
signed on a racial basis to applicants 
with a lower grade average. Bakke 
won in state courts, and the university 
appealed to the Supreme Court. 
President Carter strongly hinted 
last month he will defend the admis­ 
sions policy in support of the minority 
groups, although doing so might “con­ 
travene the concept of merit selec­ 
tion.” 
“I hate to endorse the proposition of 
quotas,” Carter said, although he 
added that if mistakes are made he 
wants to be sure “the mistake might 
be to end discrimination and not the 
other way around.” 
Socialite names husband as kil ler 


AMARILLO, Tex. (UPI) — Long­ 
haired socialite Priscilla Davis, tears 
trickling down her cheeks and her 
voice breaking, stared directly at her 
estranged husband Tuesday and iden­ 
tified him as the “man in black” who 
shot her in the chest and murdered 
her lover and daughter. 


“He shot me,” Mrs. Davis sobbed. 
“I said ‘I never loved anybody else. 
Can’t we just sit down and talk?’ ” 


For the better part of six hours 
Tuesday, Mrs. Davis, 35, slowly and 
painfully recounted her night of hor­ 
ror — Aug. 3, 1976 — at the Fort 
Worth mansion bought for her by her 


millionaire industrialist husband, T. 
Cullen Davis. 


SHE WEPT through much of the 
testimony and became so unnerved 
while describing the death of her 
lover, Stan Farr, that court had to be 
adjourned. 


Davis, being tried for capital mur­ 
der in the death of his 12-year-old 
stepdaughter, Andrea Wilbom, sat 
calmly through his wife’s version. 
Davis also is charged with the murder 
of Farr, 30, a former Texas Christian 
University basketball player, and the 
wounding of Mrs. Davis and a family 
friend, Gus Gavrel.

MIAMI (UPI) — A tropical wave 
moving into the northwest Caribbean 
southeast of Cuba showed signs Tues­ 
day of more development and threat­ 
ened Jamaica with flash floods, the 
National Hurricane Center said. 
“The wave has not strengthened 
since Monday, but conditions are fa­ 
vorable for gradual development dur­ 
ing the next 24 hours as it continues 
westward about 15 miles per hour,” 
forecasters said. 
If the wave develops into a tropical 
depression, and then into a tropical 
storm with winds of 39 m.p.h. or 
more, it would be named Anita, the 
first such storm of the hurricane sea­ 
son this year. 
The center said the wave was caus­ 
ing extensive thundershowers extend- 
. ing several hundred miles to the south 
of eastern Cuba with the heaviest rain 
drenching Jamaica.

THE 70-YEAR-OLD former SS colo­ 
nel was serving a life sentence for the 
massacre of 355 Italians in a wartime 
reprisal for the partisan slaying of 32 
G e r m a n troops in Nazi-occupied 
Rome.

Instead, it expressed “respect and 
sympathy” for Kappler’s victims and 
their relatives and said that neither 
“the Federal Government nor any of 
its agencies were involved in the 
preparation or execution of Kappler’s 
flight.” 
Lattanzio told the senators that a 
police captain had reduced the num­ 
ber of Kappler’s guards because of a 
manpower problem without consulting 
higher officials. 


HE SAID ONE of the two policemen 
assigned to Kappler’s ward also had a 
record of “slackness when on guard 
duty.”

“HOW MANY TIMES did you reen­ 
act the shooting?” Haynes asked.

Davis said, “I don’t remember.” 
Today’s cross-examination promises 
to be more spectacular and one mem­ 
ber of Haynes’ staff said the defense 
may take five days to finish its ques­ 
tioning. 
Mrs. Davis, dressed conservatively 
in a pale pink -suit that contrasted to 
the revealing costumes she has be­ 
come known for in her home town, 
appeared composed as she began her 
narrative under Curry’s questioning. 
But soon she was weeping and at­ 
torneys 
agreed 
to 
take 
periodic 
breaks for Mrs. Davis, wrho is still un­ 
der a doctor’s care, to compose her­ 
self. 
SHE FIRST described seeing bloody 
fingerprints leading to the basement 
of her huge home and then told of her 
first encounter with the killer. 
“I just passed the back staircase 
and wras about at the end of the 
breakfast table,” she said, “and all of 
a sudden Cullen stepped out. 
“He was dressed all in black. And 
he had like a woman’s wig. It was the 
type black people wear. His hands 
were hidden by a black garbage sack. 
“He said ‘hi.’ ” 
Curry then asked, “What did he 
do?” 
“He shot me,” replied Mrs. Davis, 
her voice quavering. 
Curry asked Mrs. Davis to point out 
the man she meant. 
“He’s sitting over there in a beige 
suit and blue shirt,” Mrs. Davis said, 
pointing at Davis. She continued, say­ 
ing Davis shot Farr and then she 
broke into hysterical sobs and court 
was recessed. 


FOLLOWING THE break and a 
brief scolding from District Judge 
George Dowlen for volunteering to 
much information, Mrs. Davis re­ 
counted the moments following the 
shooting of Farr. 
She said Davis came back to her 
side, grabbed her and began dragging 
her through the house. 
“I said, ‘Cullen, I love you. I never 
loved anybody else. Can’t we just sit 
down and talk?’ 
“I said, ‘Please, please don't move 
me, it hurts so much.’ ” 
She said Davis then let her go and 
that after he left the house she hid in 
bushes outside the home. It was from 
her hideaway that she said she heard 
another gunshot and screams.

Coast Guard cutter puts 
check on pot smugglers 


MIAMI (UPI) — Dusk is setting on the Bahamas as the Coast 
Guard Cutter Dauntless closes in on a 185-foot mystery freighter 
and its $32 million cargo of marijuana. 


The smugglers at first attempt to flee, but turn to ram the 
Dauntless. Cmdr. Jon Uithol pulls his ship back, then resumes the 
chase. After six machine gun rounds and three shots from a three- 
inch cannon, the “Night Train” stops dead in the water. 


Uithol and the Dauntless claimed the largest drug prize ever 
seized in North America — 54 tons of marijuana. 


The Dauntless is one of four Coast Guard cutters in the 7th 
District assigned the task of enforcing U.S. marine laws — from 
drugs to oil spills to fishing violations. 


Of late, patrolling the Caribben sea lanes for drugs increasingly 
has become a full-time job. 


“When we go out, we go hunting,” Uithol said. “And when you 
go hunting, you have to go where the game is.” 


The “game” — marijuana-laden vessels — usually follow nor­ 
mal shipping lanes from Colombia or Jamaica to the United 
States, said Uithol, who has served in Vietnam and aboard an ice 
breaker in the Artic. 


The Grand Rapids, Mich., native, described by colleagues as 
having the instinct of a bloodhound on a backwoods trail, spread 
out a chart. He pointed to the Yucatan Channel between Cuba and 
Mexico, the Windward Passage between Cuba and Haiti and the 
Mona Passage between the Dominican Republic and Puerto Rico. 


“Those are the key routes and we can easily block off any of 
them,” Uithol said. “Nothing we’ve gone after has gotten away 
yet.” 
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Israel OKs landings at Tel Aviv 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Two U.S. 
tour groups said Tuesday that Israel, 
responding to U.S. government ob­ 
jections, has cleared the way for 27 
charter flights to the Holy Land by 
dropping demands the planes land in 
occupied West Bank territory near Je­ 
rusalem. 
Arthur Frommer Charters Inc. of 
New York and Meier International 
Study League of Dallas said Israeli 
aviation officials have granted their 
flights special permission to land this 
year at Ben Gurion Airport near Tel 
Aviv. 
Representatives of a third group, 
Tower Travel of New York, said they 


have asked the Israeli government for 
similar treatment of 19 other charter 
flights. 


THE SURPRISE 
ACTION came 
only days after an Israeli official in 
Washington predicted little chance of 
his government yielding to State Dept, 
pressure and easing a requirement 
that U.S. charters from all states ex­ 
cept Washington, Oregon and Califor­ 
nia use Atarot Airport on the West 
Bank. 


Many travel officials viewed the 
new Israel position as a first step to­ 
ward removing thousands of would-be 
tourists from the crossfire in a grow­ 


ing dispute between Washington and 
Tel Aviv over claims to areas Israel 
captured during the 1967 Middle East 
war. 


The Frommer, Meier and Tower 
flights were among 125 proposed char­ 
ters recently rejected by U.S. officials 
because Israel planned to make them 
land at Atarot, a former Jordanian 
airport in territory occupied during 
the 1967 war. 


IN REJECTING the initial plans for 
the charters, the State Dept, and the 
Civil Aeronautics Board said they 
would have no objections to the flights 
if they instead went to Ben Gurion. 


British air strike strands thousands 


LONDON (UPI) — An eight-day-old 
work slowdown by air traffic control 
assistants forced the cancellation of 
British Airways’ supersonic Concorde 
flight to Washington Tuesday and 
stranded thousands of travelers in air­ 
ports. 


Vowing never to return to Britain, a 
dozen angry Americans boarded a 
Pan American flight to New York af­ 
ter spending 18 hours at Heathrow 
airport waiting in vain for a British 
Airways flight to leave. 


At Gatwick airport, shouts of “we 
want a plane” came from a departure 
lounge where 290 New York-bound 
passengers approached the 24-hour 
mark in their departure delay.

with the Civil Aviation Authority in 
3975 and calling for pay hikes ranging 
from 13 to 17 per cent.

land’s three main airports. 
BRITISH AIRWAYS canceled the 
Concorde flight to Washington and 
gave the passengers first class seats 
aboard a jumbo jet flight to Washing­ 
ton. 
“It’s better to use the air traffic slot 
for a jumbo that can carry 400 pas­ 
sengers than for Concorde which can 
only carry IOO,” a British Airways 
spokesman said. 
Flight delays were compounded as 
pilots used up their legal working 
hours while waiting on runways for 
takeoff clearance. The pilots are re­ 
quired for air safety reasons to take a 
rest after completing their legal work­ 
ing hours. 


U.S. officials said last week they 
considered the Israeli demand that 
charters land at Atarot an attempt to 
win backdoor recognition of captured 
territory without a Middle East peace 
settlement.

Veeck keeps 
N. Y. walking 
and talking

White Sox President Bill Veeck is a 
man of simple passions — a can of 
beer, a seat at the ball game, and, of 
course, a little Yankee-hating when­ 
ever he can get it. 
And Veeck got plenty of it Tuesday. 
What started out as a humorous in­ 
cident over the Yankees’ use of w’alk- 
ie-talkies to set defensive alignments 
turned out to be a full-scale comedy 
with the Yanks threatening at one 
point to go home if they could not use 
their transistorized toys. 
IT ALL STARTED Monday when 
the Yanks stationed Gene Michael in 
the press box, complete with walkie- 
talkie, so he could communicate with 
the Yankee dugout. It was the same 
procedure New York used during last 
fall’s World Series. Michael was 
booted out by Chicago Sun-Times re­ 
porter Jerome Holtzman, the senior 
writer who is in charge of press box 
access. From there, Michael tried to 
sit in the upper deck behind home 
plate, where he had to contend with 
Andy the Clown, who tried to sit on 
Michael’s lap, and Sox announcer 
Harry Caray, who came down to sit 
with Michael and calm the surly 
crowd. 
Michael, former Yankee shortstop, 
works directly for Yankees owner 
George Stembrenner, who hatched the 
walkie-talkie idea in the first place. 
Michael finally retreated to the safety 
of the New York dugout. 
That ended our saga until Tuesday 
morning when Veeck, buoyed by a 
night of plotting against his “favor­ 
ite” opponents, tried to put a stop to 
the electronic strategy. 
“I just don’t like the idea of in­ 
troducing electronics into the game,” 
said the Sox boss, who was clearly 
enjoying the howls of protest from the 
New Yorkers. “ I ’m afraid this is just 
one step, with more and more to fol­ 
low. I want to put a stop to it at the 
beginning.” 
VEECK APPEALED to American 
League President Lee MacPhail, who 
sent word on the league wire that 
New York had his permission, but 
that the Sox could station a man to 
monitor the transmissions so that the 
walkie-talkies couldn’t be used for 
sign stealing. 
Veeck also appealed directly to 
Baseball Commissioner Bowie Kuhn, 
who attended Tuesday night’s contest 
by sheer coincidence. 
“ He was very non-committal, I 
guess you’d say,” said Veeck. “ He 
wouldn’t say anything.” 
Veeck dispatched his first and third 
base coaches onto the field with radio 
headsets to open the game. “ Maybe 
we’ll send the Drummer Boy up there 
later on to jam their (Yankee) fre­ 
quency. With that drum of his, he can 
jam anything,” Veeck mused. 
Y A N K E E BROADCASTER Bill 
White and Phil Rizzuto wrere having 
their own problems with Michael and 
“ monitor” Dan Cohen from the Sox 
front office, jammed into the tiny 
booth. 
“ Will you guys please be quiet. I ’m 
trying to do a job here,” White was 
heard to bellow during the game. 
Steinbrenner also failed to see 
Veeck’s humor. 
“ That’s typical of Veeck,” Stein­ 
brenner told a New York writer. 
“ Veeck never comes to the meetings 
but he’s trying to run the league.” 
“ They said at one point today that 
they’d refuse to play without the 
walkie-talkies,” said Veeck. “ I said 
fine. We win by forfeit 9-0 and I sue 
you for the money we lose by issuing 
refunds to those w'ho’d bought tickets 
to see the game.” 
Only one thing spoiled Veeck’s day 
of Yankee hating, the Sox lost 8-3. 
Somehow, Yankee hating is always 
more fun when you win.

The New York Yankees, who are 
big on electronic gadgetry, pulled the 
plug on the White Sox Tuesday night 
to take over first place in the Ameri­ 
can League Eastern Division. 
After winning a battle earlier in the 
day that permitted them to use walk­ 
ie-talkies to set their players defen­ 
sively, the Yanks promptly went out 
and showed they didn’t need all those 
transistors anyway, combining good 
defense with power and speed to win 
8-3. 
The loss dropped the Sox into third 
place in the A.L. West, two games be­ 
hind front-running Kansas City and a 
game behind the Minnesota Twins. 


M ICKEY RIVERS paced the Ya- 
kees with a 5-for-5 outing and three 
runs batted in and Greig Nettles cap­ 
ped a four-run New York eighth in­ 
ning with a three-run homer that sank 
the South Side Hitmen, who stranded 
nine runners on base. 
“ They (New York) made the good 
plays,” said Sox manager Bob Lem­ 
on. “ There were a couple of instances 
that could have gone either way, but 
they came up with the good play on 
defense. We hit some line drives, but 
unfortunately right at them.” 
Lemon may be excused if he under­ 
stated the Sox effort because he has a 
vested interest. The truth is, the Yan­ 
kee supremacy seemed obvious, if not 
painfully so, to the 39,340 who braved 
the rain and chilling wind to witness 
the Sox defeat. 
New York made the good plays, the 
running catches in the outfield, made 
the stop on balls hit up the middle, in 
short, made the big play.

African dog show goes on 


despite uninvited company 


American dog fanciers who find 
fault with dog show conditions might 
be less critical after learning about 
the recent African experiences endur­ 
ed by a British judge. 


The judge reported in the British 
publication “Dog World’* that he ar­ 
rived at the East African Kennel Club 
dog show in Nairobi and was told not 
to enter the ring because an army of 
ants had invaded the area. Two club 
members, wise to the ways of African 
ants, diverted the army from the ring 
and the judging proceeded. 


While in the ring, the judge noticed 
a large bird perched in a tree above 
the ring and eating a very large 
snake. “This did not interfere for a 
moment with the show, which wras 
very well organized,” said the judge 
in a classic understatement. 


IT CAN HAPPEN — most dog fan­ 
ciers are aware of the dangers of 
heartworm, but few probably realize 
that the heart isn’t the only part of 
the dog’s body that can be damaged 
by the disease, reports the Gaines 
Dog Research Center. 


A recent case report in the maga­ 
zine “Veterinary Medicine/Small Ani­ 
mal Clinician” relates the finding of 
an immature female worm in the eye 
of a German Shepherd dog. The dog 
was operated upon and the worm was 
removed from the cornea. The oper­ 
ation was a success and the dog re­ 
covered. 


Although unusual, such difficulties 
aren’t worth chancing. Consult with 
your veterinarian about the dangers 
of heartworm and follow his advice on 
prevention of the disease.

After coming home with a split in a 
four game set with the Milwaukee 
Brewers, which some people thought 
was less than satisfactory, the Sox 
players milled around the clubhouse 
before the Yankee game as if they 
were riding a long-standing winning 
streak. 
About IO minutes before game time, 
Sox slugger Richie Zisk walked to the 
south end of the locker room, where 
the refrigerator is located, for a pre­ 
game snack.

U.S. coach Denny Crum of Louisville came onto the court to 
protest a referee’s call, and Cuban forward Tomas Herrera gave 
him a shove. Both benches were empty in seconds. 
Keyed-up, pro-Cuban Bulgarian fans joined in with a vengeance, 
throwing bottles, chairs and even a silver Games medal into the 
fray. 
The victory was the Americans’ second in the semifinal round, 
following a 129-95 rout over the Soviet Union Monday, and guaran­ 
teed them a berth in the final four-team group, where they could 
meet Cuba again. 
America’s track team boosted their medal tally from eight to 12 
with victories in the 400-meter hurdles and 4x400-meter relay plus 
third place showings in the 4xl00-meter relay and women’s long- 
jump.

Two women achieve their place 
in field of chemical research

Of every IOO workers in the labor 
force today, 41 are women, reports 
the U.S. Departments of Commerce 
and Labor. The number of working 
women 16 years and older has swelled 
to an unprecedented 39,719.000. 
Further, women are moving — 
slowly — into areas that were once 
the province of males only, into pro­ 
fessional, technical and managerial 
jobs, into medicine, pharmacy, law. 
Women hold 41 per cent of all pro­ 
fessional jobs in the United States, ac­ 
cording to U.S. News and World Re­ 
port (June 6, 1977). In the field of 
banking, they make up 25 per cent of 
the managerial group. 
But the report hastens to point out 
that the great majority of American 
women are still in jobs traditionally 
held by females: clerks, elementary 
school teachers and service workers. 


“ IF YOU LOOKED, you’d be hard 


pressed to find any significant num­ 
ber of women in top management po­ 
sitions,” 
stated Gerald 
Menzel of 
Menzel, Robinson, Baldwin & Hill, 
Inc., a Mount Prospect 
executive 
search organization. 
“ There’s still prejudice there. Wom­ 
en are moving in that direction, but 
through ‘in-house’ training and pro­ 
motion. That’s a slow process, and 
they must prove themselves every 
step of the way.” 
In lower management, on the other 
hand, he pointed out, if a man and 
woman are vying for the same job, 
the woman is more apt to get it. “ It’s 
a type of reverse discrimination,” he 
said. 
Where women have a decided advan­ 
tage these days, according to Menzel, 
is in technical fields at the beginner’s 
level. A woman leaving college with a 
degree in such fields as business ad­ 
ministration, accounting, engineering, 


chemistry, computer sciences, com­ 
mands more money than a man with 
equal qualifications. 
“ WITH A BACHELOR’S degree in 
business administration, for example, 
a man may be offered a starting sala­ 
ry of $13,500, a woman $14,500.” 
Menzel advises college girls in tech­ 
nical fields to continue for a master’* 
degree at a prestigious school, or to 
continue while working part time. 
“ That’s the key to an upper manage­ 
ment job,” he said. “ Any gal who 
does that today will move up quickly. 
A highly educated woman, articulate, 
politically skillful, strong, assertive, 
can be as successful as she will allow 
herself to be,” he said. 
His definition of success: 
Com­ 
manding a good salary, measuring up 
to one’s goals and aspirations, having 
a degree of independence and free­ 
dom and using all one’s abilities to 
their highest potential.

“ This is my one and only job, the only ad I ever 
answered, the only job interview I ever had,” said 
Adrienne Jasnich, supervisor of Information Ser­ 
vices, Chemical Research and Development at Quak­ 
er Oats Research Laboratory, Barrington. 
Her office adjoins the company library, a large 
sound-muffled room, heavy with chemistry tomes, 
food science volumes, scientific journals, periodicals, 
abstracts and indices, as w7ell as computer data 
bases. 
It is her responsibility to inform chemical re­ 
searchers of all new developments in their areas of 
interest and to provide complete background infor­ 
mation for all new projects. She also has back-up 
administrative duties, reporting to the associate di­ 
rector of administrative and technical services. 
In her student days at Augustana College, Rock 
Island, Adrienne majored in chemistry, minored in 
mathematics. A summer-session laboratory job at 
Elgin State Hospital convinced her that lab work 
was not for her. She answered the Quaker Oats ad 
partly because it was not lab work, and partly be­ 
cause it was convenient to Algonquin where she lived 
at the time. 
That was 18 years ago. Since then, Adrienne has 
seen the lab grow from 150 to 500 people. She has 
married, taken time off to have two children — six 
months each time — employing a neighbor to care 
for them. She has advanced from literature chemist 
to chemical librarian to survey analyst in product 
evaluation — just “ moving along” , as she modestly 
put it. 
“ IN 1970, Chemical Research and Development

started its own information center — and it was 
me!” she said. Today two other women report to 
her. 
“ I ’ve grown totally with this job,” she said. “ When 
I came out of school, I didn’t know that much, I had 
no experience. Literature chemistry is something 
they don’t teach in school.” 
Does Mrs. Jasnich consider herself successful? 
Her answer was a simple, unselfconscious “ Yes.” 
“ My measure is satisfaction,” she explained. 
“ This job is stimulating and interesting. I work with 
wonderful people in wonderful facilities. There are 
financial rewards, too. but I wouldn’t work here if I 
didn’t really enjoy the job.” 
For Adrienne, there was no magic key to success. 
“ I was always at the right place at the right time,” 
She said. “ I didn’t have to beat any doors. It just 
happened.” 
At Arnar-Stone Laboratories in Mount Prospect, a 
pharmaceutical branch of American Hospital Supply 
Corp., Helen Kesler is absorbed in a world of flasks 
and test tubes. Working 
with 
spohisticated 
in­ 
struments worth as much as $20,000 each, she is 
helping to develop at least six different drugs that 
may come to market within the next few years. 


H ELPIN G TO develop drugs is not new to Helen. 
She played a major role in the development of In­ 
tropin, a medication used in the treatment of shock, 
and has published articles in professional journals on 
its use. 
More recently she and Lee Gardella, her imme­ 
diate superior at the time, developed Digoxin, a me­ 
dication to regulate heart arrhythmias. In recogni­ 
tion of this work, the company presented her with a 
cash award. 
When Helen was a youngster in Poland, she loved 
the drugstore — the smell of it, the look of it, its 
bottles and pills and liquids. She had her own little 
comer at home where she mixed colored solutions. 


Where 
women rank 
working world 


“ As a grade school child, I already knew that I 
wanted to be a pharmacist,” she said. 
But before she was high school age, her father, a 
lawyer, was snatched away and in 1940, she and her 
mother were deported to Southern Siberia. After two 
years, they were allowed to leave and spent the next 
five years in countries of the Middle East. She never 
saw her father again. 
Helen met Joseph Kesler, now village planner for 
Arlington Heights, when they were both college stu­ 
dents in Beirut, Lebanon. She has a French degree 
in pharmacy. Joe in architecture. They married in 
1947, moved in 1950 to London where their first child 
was born. Helen went back to school to become a 
certified pharmacist under the British system. 


IN 1952 TH EY came to Chicago, where their sec­ 
ond child was born. Helen withdrew from profes­ 
sional life and devoted the next nine years to her 
family. Then one day, 15 years ago, after the Keslers 
had moved to Elk Grove Village, she drummed up 
enough courage to answer an ad for a “ laboratory 
dishwasher.” She was hired. 
Arnar-Stone didn’t know what a deal they were 
getting. This was no ordinary lab technician. “ I 
started giving advice to the other chemists,” she 
said. “ Right away they made me a chemist.” Later 


she was promoted to research chemist. Today in the 
research area she is outranked by no other woman 
at the lab. 
Now living in Barrington, Helen and Joe Kesler 
have been married almost 30 years. They are proud 
of one another and proud of their two children, their 
daughter a medical assistant, their son only a year 
away from his M.D. 
Helen considers herself successful. “ I think I did 
my best under the circumstances,” she says, the 
“ circumstances” being change of countries, change 
of languages and a nine-year absence from the pro­ 
fessional world. 


T H ERE IS still room for further advancement for 
her, for example in the area of drug stability testing. 
With her language proficiency — she speaks French, 
Polish and English, and understands some Russian 
— it is possible that she might become involved with 
Arnar-Stone International. 
“ I ’d like to go on working as long as I ’m physi­ 
cally able,” she said. “ I never liked staying at 
home.” 
From the financial aspect, Helen says, “ Money is 
nice, but it is not the most important. Our greatest 
measure of success was in raising our children 
right.” 


Prospect. A certified pharmacist in two oth­ 
er countries, Helen left science to raise her 
family, returned to it in 1962.

The doctor says 


Genes determine 


size of our body 


During my four years in high school I participated in varsity 
sports and cheerleading year round. From all this activity I devel­ 
oped big muscles in my calves and thighs. Is there any possible 
way that I can get rid of these mucles or thin out my legs? 


A muscle stays as large as it needs to be to have the strength to 
do the work it is required to do regularly. That means if a muscle 
is not required to do strength work, it will begin to get smaller. We 
usually say that to maintain your muscle size and strength you 
must do strength exercises at least once a week. 


Apparently if you are not doing sports now, the only weight your 
calves and legs must lift is your own body. Under these circum­ 
stances, if you are not obese and have fat over your thighs, the 
size of your muscles may be a familial characteristic. 


Those genes we inherit do have their effects. That is why we 
have beef cattle and dairy cows — one for muscle, the other for 
milk. Draft horses for work are heavy muscular animals while 
race horses have different bodies. 


Don’t try too hard to change your natural state. Just get rid of 
fat if you already have some. To give you a better idea of what 
controls muscle size I am sending you The Health Letter number 
5-4, Weight Training for Energy and Weight Control. Others who 
want this information can send 50 cents with a long, stamped self- 
addressed envelope for it. Keep in mind those muscles, if they are 
muscles and not fat, may help keep you from getting fat later in 
life. 


My son is 18 months old. The children’s specialist I take him to 
thinks he has a heart murmur which could be innocent. My family 
doctor disagrees with him. What is a heart murmur? How can you 
check it? 


My father and father-in-law both died young because of heart 
failure — my father at 48 and my father-in-law at 50. I am 37 and 
my wife is 29. My blood pressure is not too high and my wife is in 
good health. Your opinion on this will be appreciated 


Just as a murmuring brook is a rapid stream that makes a 
noise, a murmur in the heart is a sound made from the turbulence 
of blood circulating. 


Murmurs in the heart and blood vessels then represent the vi­ 
brations of circulation. In young children with rapid heart beats 
and thin chests these sounds are easily heard and may have no 
medical signifiance at all. In other instances the vibrations are 
caused by defects inside the heart or arteries. Such defects can be 
caused from damage to the heart valves or arteries or from birth 
defects in the chambers of the heart. 


Clearly, your pediatrician thinks the murmur he hears is not 
important. It is probably not a very loud murmur or there would 
be no disagreement about its presence. Incidentally, an innocent 
murmur may be present on one examination and not on another 
depending on how rapid the circulation is — which may also be 
related to whether the patient is resting or anxious.

Fresh fruit salad 


cheap and expandable 


Dear Roberta: For a bridal shower I ’m going to give I need a 
salad recipe that can serve many guests. Do you have one that’s 
“ different,” but that won’t cost me an arm and a leg? — JoAnne 
Locke. 


Lots cheaper than seafood or poultry salads, this fresh fruit 
salad is also expandable. You can add fruit to the sauce, or more 
whipped cream at the end, to serve up to 16 or 18. Ifs so rich, 
besides, that servings shouldn’t be large. Buy whatever fresh fruit 
catches your fancy at the grocery. Peel and cut into a bowl large, 
well-drained pieces of the fruit. Mix in a tablespoon of lemon juice 
to stop the fruit from darkening. Chill. Mix in a saucepan two egg 
yolks, one-quarter cup sugar, and one teaspoon cornstarch. Cook 
over hot water or over very low direct heat, and slowly add one 
quarter cup pineapple juice and the juice of one lemon. Stir con- 
stnatly until thick. Chill. Not too far ahead of serving, coat the 
fruit with the sauce. Whip one cup heavy cream, and gently fold 
into the fruit. Quickly serve over salad greens in dessert or soup 
bowls. 


Dear Roberta: When you’re about to paint something made 
mostly of wood, smear metal parts, like door hinges or drawer 
pulls, with petroleum jelly. Then you can paint as closely to the 
metal as you want, and wipe up drips or accidents with a clean 
rag. — Maude Stevens. 


Find out the code number of your car key from your car pur­ 
chase papers or from your dealer. Carry the number with you, so 
that if you lose the key or leave it inside a locked car, an emer­ 
gency road service can bring the right master key to open it. The 
American Automobile Assn. warns, by the way, that people often 
accidentally lock their keys in the car trunk. 


Teach your children and your babysitters to take certain pre­ 
cautions when there are no adults at home. First, they must never 
open the door to someone they don’t know well. And second, they 
must not give anyone at the door or on the phone the information 
that you are out. The lines we rehearse here are: “ My Mom’s in 
the shower. And I ’m not allowed to open the door.” Or, to a phone 
caller, “ Dad is taking a nap. Can he call you back in a few 
minutes?”

Electricity 
outlook dim 
for the 1980s 


There could be electricity short­ 
ages in the U.S. by the mid-1980s, 
predicts William G. Kuhns, chair­ 
man of General Public utilities 
Corp. 
“If maintenance of an adequate 
electric power supply is prevented 
by regulatory lag and financing 
problems leading to construction 
delays, the shortages that could 
develop in the 1980s could be 
frightful,” he said. 
He pointed out that there are 
“no quick fixes,” other than in­ 
stallation of combustion turbine 
generators that burn oil, a dwindl­ 
ing resource, and produce elec­ 
tricity at high cost. This would be 
a major policy mistake, he said. 
He added that the growing 
shortages of natural gas and oil 
are inducing an accelerating shift 
from these energy sources to elec- 
tricty, “thus compounding the fu­ 
ture electric supply problem.”

Viewers just loved it when man-crazy Sue Ann Ni­ 
vens teased and flirted with anyone wearing a neck­ 
tie wrapped around his neck. 
Her sarcastic, cunning remarks delivered quick 
and sharp often provided comedic high spots to the 
“Mary Tyler Moore” show. And, so it was the 
coquettish matron became as popular a character as 
sweet, conscientious Mary Richards. 
Although the comedy series has ended after seven 
years and most of its characters have dispersed, the 
“bitchy side of Sue Ann Nivens'’ lives on in Betty 
White’s newest character, Joyce Whitman, she said. 
MS. WHITE, a native of Oak Park, 111., and wife of 
game show host Allen Ludden, has landed the star­ 
ring role in her own television series this fall under 
the careful, tasteful hand of Grant Tinker and his 
MTM Productions. 
Her new character bares similarities not only to 
the Sue Ann Nivens she portrayed so masterfully, 
but to the actress herself, she said. 
The new half hour series is called “The Betty 
White Show” and Joyce Whitman is a middle-aged, 
would-be actress who finally reaches the apex of her 
career with a starring role in her own television 
series, “Undercover Woman,” an off-beat version of 
A ngie Dickinson’s “Police Woman” series. 
THE DIRECTOR of the show is John Elliot, 
Joyce’s ex-husband who takes joy in exercising his 
power over her once again without the matrimonial 
ties. John Hillerman, a veteran actor perfectly cast 
for the role, knows how to bring out the best, er 
ah, worst out of Betty White. 
The love-hate relationship the two carry on, both 
on and off of the set, provides a solid comedy base 
for the show that isn’t bound to waver as the season 
progresses and as long as MTM can keep the in­ 
sulting humor and sexual swipes just this side of 
tasteful. 
There’s a male stuntman and stand-in for the ac­ 
tress who goes around in drag, always dressed up in 
the same costume as Joyce on the set and always 
ready for action. It makes for some funny moments 
in the making of the fictitious show. 
And, as if MTM wanted to recapture a litle bit of 
that Mary Tyler Moore magic, its has incorporated 
Georgia Engel into the story line as Mitzi Maloney, 
Joyce’s roommate and onetime unemployment office 
employe who is now, herself, out of work. 
MS. ENGEL continues to do what she does best in 
“The Betty White Show” and that is to portray the 
off-the-wall but good natured friend who’s never at a 
loss for something dumb to say. 
Executive producer Bob Ellison said Mitzi will un­ 
doubtedly carry on a romance with Alex Henteloff, 
the network’s blue-pencil man played by Doug Por­ 
terfield, who worked his way up from the mailroom 
to the position of network watchdog and advisor 
to the “Undercover Woman” series. 
Alex provides a vehicle by which writers of Ms. 
White’s show can poke a little fun at themselves and 
those who produce television, adding to the show’s 
candid treatment of such sacred cows as marriage, 
divorce and television in the making. 
“I loved Sue Ann as rotten as she was, and I hated 
to put the old gal away and send her off to that big 
army bivouac in the sky, but that’s show biz,” Ms. 
White said in a recent interview. 
“THE WRITERS FELT that there just wasn't 
enough mileage left in Sue Ann and that maybe we 
should start all over again. Actually, it was the way 
that Mary and Lou, characters on Mary’s show, re­ 
acted to Sue Ann that made what she said funny,” 
Ms. White said. 
“But, that waspish, tongue-in-cheek humor that 
was so much a part of that character is still there 
in my new one.”

like Sue Anne Nivens was, “she just likes to throw 
herself at her ex-husband. John, and he just throws 
her back.” 
In one scene of the premiere episode of “The Betty 
White Show,” the first day that husband and wife 
are reunited on the set of the television show, Joyce 
quips, “I’ve always had the greatest respect for you 
as a director. It’s only as a person I despise you.” 
John retaliates with the crack, “Your father wears 
pantyhose.” 
WHILE THE CAST of the new show is holding its 
breath to see whether the network (which goes un­ 
named in the series) will adopt “Undercover Wom­ 
an” as a regular program, a courier bearing good 
news rushes in the roonj aud yells, 
They said it 
was lurid, tasteless and appealed to the mentality of 
an eight-year-old. They loved it!” 
And so it goes in the world of television comedy. 
But, “The Betty White Show,” which will air 
Mondays on CBS, looks to be one of the better come­ 
dy contributions this fall that finally gives Betty 
White the well-deserved, spotlight chance to use her 
talents to all extremes. 
Sue Ann Nivens was supposed to have been a fly- 
by-night character that Betty White craftily nur­ 
tured into a popular regular on the “Mary Tyler 
Moore” show. She’s grateful for that chance because 
it helped dispel the “sweet-n-light image” the public 
had about her from seeing her on untold number 
of American household product commercials and 
hosting more than 20 Rose Bowl parades. 
“Actually, I always thought that Sue Ann was 
more the Betty White type,” she said. 
TV NOTES: 
Robert Mulholland, the 43-year-old graduate of 
Northwestern University’s Medill Journalism School 
who began his television career in 1961 at WMAQ-TV 
Channel 5 in Chicago, has been named president of 
the NBC television network. He succeeds Robert 
Howard who has an uncertain future with the net­ 
work which is third in the ratings behind ABC and 
CBS. Mulholland, who most recently was developing 
coverage of the 1980 Moscow Olympics, once pro­ 
duced the nightly Channel 5 newscast anchored by 
Floyd Kalber and was the Chicago-based producer of 
the “Huntley-Brinkley” report.
